to exclude the fallacy, p/xrrnm mterrogationum, and to diſtinguiſh 
the quarrell of Religion from thatother of Law, and foto meddle - 
at this time only with that which is fully within the divines Sphere, 
and leave the other toſome body elſe. 

Thoſe two termes being thus explained, & ſo the ſtate of the que- 
ſtion ſer,the lawfull Magiltrate, and the eſtabliſhe Law of the King- 
' dome on one ſide;and ſome perſon or perſonsinferiour to bim,upon 
colour of Religion, 4.e. for ſome Religion not yet eſtablifhed by 
Law, on t'other ſide, that it' ſhould be Jawfalltottiem1co take up 
Armes againſt him, would ſeem not very reaſonable, if he were but 
a private man, abſtrated from Regall 'powet,”( which ſure doth 
not make it more lawfull to reſiſt him thanany body elſe) having 
broken no eſtabliſhed Law, ( as is ſuppoſed in the caſe) for what 
legall accuſationcan lye againſt himin a point wherein he hath not 
broken the Law ? But then this will be more unreaſonable, if more- 
over it be conſidered, that colour of Religion is ſo wide and un- 
limited a thing, that no man, that is never ſo muchin the wrong in 
any opinion, but thinkes himſclfe in the right (for otherwiſe he 
would not continue in that erroar) and ſothat colour will be plea 

ually good to all ſorts of erronrs, as well as truths : and beſides, 
he that hath not ſo much Religion as to be in an erroar, mayyet 
have ſo much wit as to make uſe of that Apologicforr his {edition, 
(to wit,colour of Religjion)& plead it as legally as the moſt zealous 
rofellour ; and conlequently, it that will ferve turne, who ever 

ſhall but pretend to beleeve contrary to the Religion eſtabliſhed 
in any Kingdome, ſhall be rpſo fatto abſolyed from all bond of Alle- 
giance in foro hamano, and if he will adventure the bazzard of the 
judgement to come, ſhall have no reſtraint laid on him by any 
earthly Tribunall ; and fo by this meanes already, the grounds of 
the diſſolution of any government are laid by this oneunpoliticke 
principle, and the world given up to be ruled only by the Religion 
(which is in effeR, the will Jof every man ; whereas þefore, there 
was a State as well as a Charch,Policy as well as Religion,apower 
in the Magiſtrates hand, belides that in every mans owae breſt or 
conſcience ; and yet more particularly, a re{traint for hypocrites, as 
well as any elſe, 5. e. for pretenders of Religion, who, if this 
ground would hold, were left unlimited. Where, if it be interpo- 
fed, that ſuch an one that n— etends Religion, though by 
this gnile be eſcape here, y<tthall hanly pay for & Berenſrnt'y and

rat that is ſufficient, becauſe there is no other Court,” but of. qhat 
ſearcher of hearts,to which the bypocrite.can be bound over:gT an-- 
{wer, that although that be true, yet it is not ſufficient, becauſcal-' 
C——_ be a Judgement to come for all crimes, yet it is ngt+ 
Wi ing thought neceſlary to have preſent jud icatures alſo, 
notto leave all offenders to terrours at ſach a diſtance : andindeed: 
for the continuance of the peace of, Communities to provide ſome: 
violentreſtraint at the preſent for thoſe, whom thoſz greater but 
future determents cannot ſufficiently werke on. This every man 
knowes is the origioall of humane Laws, yea, and of Dominjoa is 
ſelfe, a prevj/ion that all men will not doe their duties far love or 
feare of God, i {it is apparent, the Jewes would not under their 
yes _) and therefore for good mens ſakes, and for peace lake, 
and for the maintaining of Communities, thoſe {uperadditions bave 
beene thought neceſlary, as ſome thornes in the hedge of Gods. 
Law, that may pierce the hands and ſides of him that ſhall attempt 
to breake over or thorow it. From whence the concluſion will 
be evident, that the rules for the preſerving of government mult 
be ſuch as ſhall have forceto reſtraine the Atheiſt or the Hypoccite, 
as well as the good Chriſtian (which ſure will leſenced thole re« 
[traiats) or clfe they arc utterly unſytticient to the attaining of their 
end, #.e to the preſervingof government, Peace, compunity, or 
proteging any that lives uader it : which being ſuppoſed , it will 
alſo follow, that nothing mult be indulged upon any colour of Re- 
ligion, (be his Religion never {o truc, and himſelfe never ſo fincere 
irtie 5) which wi open this gap or outlet to others, that may 
maketheill uſe of it. For this will be utterly deſtruRive of the end 
of government (which is, that we may lead a m—_ and quict 
life, r Tm, 2.24) yea, and of government it ſelfe, ; 

This argument being.thus proſecuted and cleared, might be fuf- 
ficient to. determine this whole buſineſſe, were it not tor one re- 
joynder which is ordinarily made, the force of which is taken from 
that ſupreame carethat every man ought to have of his own ſoule, 
and conſequently of the maintaining of his Religion on which. (to 
abſtra& from all poſſible diſputes concerning the particular truth of 
it, he being perhaps not acuteor artiſt enough to uphold it againſt 
all obje&ers) he is fully convinc't, the health and ſalvation of that 
wholly depends. - For the maintaining of which againſt all ebe 
immune powerin the Wars, E he may nottakenp Armeoor = 
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y thing, be cannot ſee what can be fitfor him to fight for (no, 
og fure being more precious, then that; ) or conſequently, why: 
he'may not take up that opinion of the Beyond-Sea Anabaptilts, 
That it is not lawfull to fight at all: which if it ſhould be yeelded to,, 
_—_—_ for the preſent it would produce peace, yet it would be 
little for the advantage of _— inthe iſſue. To this I ſhall an- 
ſwer, by conceſſion of theſe things: x. That Religion is to be 
every mans Snpreme care, the prime Jewell in his Cabinet.2.That 
it cannot, at leaſt in humane conſideration, be expeRted that 
man ſhould be lefle carefull of his falſe Religion(it he be really per- 
ſwaded of the truth rao then any other is of the true. Nay; 3. that 
if hedo not uſe any lawfull meanes to defend that falſe { whilſt he 
is convinc it is the true) Religion ; this is a fin of lukewarmneſle 


in him, though indeed through prepoſleſſion not to open his eyes 


to greater light and revelation of the truth offered to him, and per- 
through ſluggiſhneſſe not to ſecke that light, be yet a farre 
greater finnein him. For though no man ought to defend the con- 
eraty to what he takes tobe truth, yet ought he to be moſt ready to 
depoſite bis errour, not only when it doth, butallo when it may 
to him to be ſo, to ſceke to thoſe helpesthat may be 
ff entall to that end: 4. That in ſome caſes the nſe of Armes- 
is not unlawfull. But then all this being thus granted, andſo.in 
effe&, that all lawfull meanes may be uſed for the maintaining of 
Religion, we muſt yet ſecondly deny the inference of the ObjeRi- 
on ; upon this only ground, becauſe though Armes may lawfully. 
_ in ſome caſes, and Religion be maintained by all 
teancs ; yet Armes are not alawfull meanes for thisend,' and ſo 
ray not be uſed in this caſe, that is by SubjeRs againſt. the lawtfull. 
Magiſtrate in caſe of Religion, at leaſt when ſome other Religion 
is - eſtabliſhed in that Kingdome.- Which aflertion I ſhall 
confirme only by foure Arguments : 1. Takenfromthe nature of 
Religion. 2. From examples of Chriſt and Chriſtians. 3. From 
the vety making of Chriſtianity, and particularly oÞ the Proteſtant 
doAtine.' . 4.. From the Conſtitution of this Kingdome, which be-

I, Froj nature of Religion, which is an aQ of the ſoule, 
which cannot be forced or conſtrained by outward violence, and: 
therefore, *ris apparent, needs no outward defence for themain-

taining of it, much leffe, invaſion of others. A man may be ag truly 
_— under all the tyranny and ſlavery inthe world, as' inthe 
triumphant proſperous eſtate. They that have power t@ kill 
the body, are not able to colmit the leaſt rape apon the foule ; 
tney may rob me of my life, they cannot of my Religion; the 
weakeſt creeple in the Hoſpitall may defie the whole Army of the 
Philiſtiaes in this matter, But you will aske, Is not the outward 
profeſſion and publike exerciſe of Religion ſome part of it,and that 
to be thus maintained, where any attempt to hinder it? To which 
I anſwer, That the firſt of theſe, the outward Profeſſion, can no 
more be hindered then the former at of the ſoule,but rather may be 
moſt illuſtrious in the time. of depreſſion. I may confefie Chriſt in 
the denof Lyons, in the furnace, on the racke, on the gridirongand 
when my tongue is cut out, by patient, conſtant ſuftering in that 
cauſe. Religion is not ſo truly proteſſed by endeavouring to kill 0» 
thers, as by being killed patiently our (elves rather then we will 
renoynce it. When I fight, it may be malice, revenge, ſome 
of gaine (or impunity at leaſt ) by the preſent ſervice, avy one ofa 
hundred worldly intereſts, that may helpe,to whet my tword: for 
me, or moſt cleerly a hope I may kill and not be killed, and foul 
this while here is no at of confeſſion of Chriſt in thus venturi 
my life, although I do affirme I doe this for my Religion * becxuls 
though I fo affirme, men are not bound to beleeve me, there being 
ſo much oddes againſt me, that I do it forſome-what elſe, But 
when I lay downe my life patiently, the ſacrifice of my God, re» 
ſigne up all poſſible worldly intercſts for the retaining of my one 
ſpyituallcruſt, this is to the eye of man a profeſſion capable of no 
reaſonable fuſpition of infincerity ; andi none ſo,but this. 

As forthe tecond, the publike exerciſe of the truc Religion, it 
were by all men heartily tobe wiſht that it might be enjoyed at all 
times, for the advancing of Gods glory, increale of charity,conver- 
ſion of others, &c. But if it may not be had by the uſe of lawfull 
mEenes, it will not be required of us by God, without —— 
ciall providence i is not, that he perauttetb us to be forbidden 
exerciſe. Till the ſame providence be pleaſed to remove ſuch hin» 
derance,and opcn to us a lawtull way of obtaining it: wy 
Chriſtians ſeeret meetings will firſt be imitable to us,and if thoſe be 
obtrytted alſo, them fab next. And however thiaz defignot 
objainiog ies axereibobbers Reigitny will never mike ampprn: 


Of reſiſting the lawfull Magiſtrate 
Aice lawfull to be uſed in order to that, that before was utterly un- 
' Butare we not to take care of our children and poſterity,as wel 
as of our ſelves? If our Religion be now ſuppreſt, our poore chil- 
dren and progeny to the end of the world may in all abllity be 
in bhndnefle and ignorance, and fo left to the place of darke- 

neſſe irrecoverably. This obje&ion ſounds ſomewhar pathetically 
aud is apt to affect our bowels, more then our reaſon z moves our 
compaiſion firſt, and thorow thoſe ſpeRacles is then repreſented 
with improvement to our judgement. But for anſwer to it, though 
the doQtine of eleRion of particular men, as well and as abſolutely 
to the meanes as tothe end, might be to-himthat acknowledges it, 
« ſufficient amulet againſt this feare, and ſono need of that their 
jealous care for their — any farther than it is intheir power 
to contribute toward” them: (which ſure is no more then to dog 
what is lawfull for them to doe) yet the anſwer will be more fav 
tisfacory to all that acknowledge Gods providence, however 
opinionated concerning decrees, that whoſoever conſiders himſelf 
2S2 man, much more as s father of Poſterity , muſt have many 
things totruſt God with, and only God, and among thoſe nothing 
more,then the future eſtate of thoſe which are come from him. Yet 
if he be importunate and ſtill unſatisfied, unleſſe he himſelfe con- 
tribute ſomewhat to the ſecuring of his poſterity in this matter, let 
me tell him there isnothing (after his prayers to God and all 
bleſſing on them) folikely to-entaile his Religion upon them, as 
his ſcaling it by bis ſufferings. This-ſure will be amore probable 
way-to recommend his Religion to them ( when they ſhall heare 
and be afſured by that teſtimony, that their fathers thus in 
God) then that other fo diſtant, that they dyed ina g- 
gainſt the King, or. that this Religion had beene in their timetur- 
ned out of the-land, had not they done ſomething fo unlawfull to 
'It- - Beſides, the greateſt prejudice which that poſterity . 

(of which we pretend ſuch care ) can ſuffer by my non-reliſtance, 
18only tb be-brought up in a-contrary Religion, to heare that way 
firſt, but ſare-not to have their cares deafed againſt all others when 
they ſhall be repreſented, nor to bring the guilt of nor-repreſenta- 
tion-upon 'them if they be not. - And If I bring forth reaſonable 
creatures, | hope they will, by the grace of God, make uſe of their

if it were or might be repreſented to them, would be antidote ſaf- 
ficient by Gods mercy in Chriſt topreſerve themfrom that poyſon, 
ſo they were carefull according to their meanes of ory 7 cn. 
eſcape all other danger: And all this upon ſuppoſition, butnot 
coacelſion, that the Religion of him that would fight for it, were 
the truth and only trath ; whereas indeed there is not a more ſu- 
ſpitious marke ofa falſe Religion, then that it is faineto propagate 
it ſelfe by violence ; The Turkes and Papiſts being the ti notable 
examples hitherto of that praQice, till ſome others, direRly upon 
Popiſh principles a little varied in the application, have falneupon 
the ſame conclaſion,

by no ſetled or ordinary Law,were yet as legall as what-ever in any 
other Common-wealth were done by authority legally deſcending 
from the ſupreme Magiſtrate, Which whoſoever ſhallnow apply to

The ſecond exemplary paſlage to this purpoſe in the ſtory of 
Chriſt is, 2ſarth.26.51, when Chriſt was apprehended by thoſe 
tumultuous perſons,at the belt but ſervants of the chiefe Prieſts and 
Elders (not againe by any power of lawfull Magiſtrate) Peter drew 
the ſwordand ſmote off one of thoſe ſervants cares ; npon that, 
Chriſts anſwer isthe thing to be obſerved, werſ. 52. then ſaid Je- 
ſus unto him, Pt ap againe thy Sword into his place, for all they that 
pake the ſword ſhall periſh with the Sword : The ſpeech particular to 
Peter, a prime Diſciple or Chriſtian, that he having drawne the 
ſword in defence of Chriſt, and in him of Chriſtianity it ſelfe (a 
more juſtifiable courſe than ever any man ſince undertooke under 
the colour of Religion) muſt put it up againe ; but the reaſon ade 
ded of anunlimited univerfall obligingnefle to all Chriſtians : For 
all they that take the ſword ( as Peter did, indefenceof Chriſt, ec. 
or elſe the citation had not been pertinent to him) ſhall peryſh by 
the ſword, And the two parallel places which arenoted in the mar- 
gent of our Engliſh Bibles are ſomewhat conſiderable, the firlt

37.and his 
book, 4d Scepulam, wholy to this purpoſe: and 5, Cyprian itthis \ 
book againſt dn ts ot whictiis this,That the 
Chriſtians of that age had (trengtb ſufficient either to havereliſted 
or avenged themſclves = their heathen perſecutingGovernours, 
but inobedicnce tothe Lawes of Chriſt, choſe rather to dye, then 
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of reſiſting the lawfull Magiſtrate 
evaſions which the wit of this laſt yeare(beyond all that any former 
age pretended to) hath invented to evacuate thoſe teſtimonies, wit- 
neſle Goodwins Anticavalieriſme, p. 23, &c. and this Iſhall take 
leave to do at large, becauſe it is ſaid, many have been ſatisfied in 
the lawfulneffe of their preſent courſe by thoſe Anſwers and Obje-

1- Itisobjc&ted, the father (Tertullian) might eaſily be miſtake v 
in making the eſlumate of the ſtrength of C briſtians in c iſon of 
the ftrength of them that were to oppoſe them.This is in c1vill termes, 
to lay Teriullian wrote he knew not what, or at the ſofteſt, he 
might be ignorant of what he affirmeth he knew, and I am confi- 
dent was more likely to know, living then, then the Objefer now, 
ſeeing or conjeuring at the diltance of ſo many hundred yeares, 
who hath not the leat vy ( which muſt bethe Judge in mat- 
ter of fa&) on his ſide againſt fo diſtin and cleare athirmation, 
not only of Teriallian in ſeveral places ( and that in an Apology 
againſt the Gentiles, who could and would certainly have tript 
bun in ſo manifeſt a falſhood, if it had been ſuch ; and though the 
negative Argument be nor fully convincing, that they did not thus 
trip bim, becauſe we doe not heare or read they did, yet will this 
be of as much force as any he hath tothe contrary - This certainly, 
the yriting tothe Gentiles, will be able to conclude, that Ter- 
1hias bad been veryimprudent and treacherousto bis owne cauſe 
to-have affirmed a thing m defence of it, which his adverlaries 
could ſo manifeſily.have proved a fallity, if it were not ſo as he af- 
firmed) but of Cyprian alſo, who lived about the ſame time, and no 
wiiter of that age orſince produced (1 doubtnotbut I may ſay pro-

probable that 7 er:»{iax {hould be ſo miſtaken, the firlt is, Becavſe 
rhis was no point of faith, &c, and the efore a devont father might 
fall under a miſprifion hereiw. | grant be might, but thatdoth not 
prove he did, no nor that it is probable he ſhould be a moreineom- 
petent judge in-ſucha matter, then he that now undertakes tocon- 
troll him :, nay ſure, leſke reaſon is there to deny the authority of 
the ancients in matters of fa& ( which if they were not evident to 
them,;mult ;needs be mucbledle evident to us, who haveno'means 
to know, any thing of them but. their relations, nor canſe to 


wwchrelations, but cither by fome impoſſibility in thethings rr en 
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ſelves which is not here pretended, or by ſome other as authentick 
relation contradiQing it, which is as little pretended)then of faith, 
the ground of which being only the written word ot God, is com- 


mon with them to us,and therfore may enable us to judge whether 


that which they affirm to be matter of faith, be ſo indeed,to be fond 
really in that ſacred Writ from whence they pretend to fetch it. 


And whereas it is farther added, That no rule of charity or reaſon 


bindes ma to belerve another in any thug which belongs to the art or 
profeſſion of another,and wherein himſelf « little ve-ſed or exerciſed. 
I anſwer,that this ſaying thus applyed will take away the authority 
of a very great part of thoſe Hiſtories which no body yet hath que- 
{tioned, It it were{poken of Dodtrines, it might held, and ſureto 
that belongs the axiome quoted, Un cxique in arte ſud credendun 


eft ; but in nartations it is the unreaſonableſt thing in the worldto - 
require the Narrator to be of that profeſſion of which he relates 


the faR, for then no many mult adventure to write a Kings life but 
a King ; and it Mr. 44 Mr. 4. or Mr. S, being Miniſtegs of the 
word, ſhall write their letters concerning the Parliaments victory: 
at Keinton, and relate the number of the ſlaine on that fide fo far 
inferiourto thoſe on the Kings, we muſt now upon this admoni- 
tion retraRt that belicte we then allowed them, and begin now 
(though too late) to queſtion whether it were indeed a viRoty or 
no, Which cauſed ſuch folemne thankſgiving in this City, But then 
ſecondly, why this Relation ſhould ſo wholly belong tothe profeſ= 
fon of another : 3. e. not to Tertullians, 1 cannot yet diicerne. For 
the maine of Tertullians teltimony was, That the Chriſtians choſe 
rather to ſuffer than'to reſiſt, thoughthey were able, becauſe Chri- 
ſtian Religion taught the one, and forbade the other : and this ſure 
was Rot without the ſphere of the Divine - but for their ſtrengthto 
relift, depending onthe number of Chriſtians, not as even ballan- 
cing the Heathens jn the Empire, but as very conſiderable and able 
toraile an Army, if they would make head, I doubt not but Ter» 
cullian, x Pregbyter, that now laboured in converting and con< 
firming Chriſtians, and was not alwaies in bis{tudy, nay, who had 
lately beene a Lawyer,. and ſonot unacquainted with the publike, 
ight know and relate with farre better autbority, then any who 
n=— now tocontradie him. ' For, for the art of -ballanci 


, of parties ina Kingdome, avid) prounit of preciſe dirbri 
nation of ence (webs he O jeter denies Trriubvas, 
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fo he is mwilling to yeild to the States-man himſelfe) you ſhall 


ſee anon that we have no need to make Ter:u/lian Malter of it, his 
relation will ſtand unmoved without it. 

The ſecond proofe to blaſt Teyralliexs relation, is the ordinary 
one in faſhion now adayes, if any man differs in opinion from us, 
preſently to examine his whole life, and if ever he did or {poke 
any thing unjuſtitiable, lay that vehemently to his charge, an&by 
that defame him, and then we may ſpare thepaines of anſwerin 
his reaſons, difproving his aſſertion, he once lyed orfinned, ay 
therefore it is ridiculous to expe any truth from him. The Ar- 
gument is this, He might miſtake and miſcarry inthis, for wor /oug 
after he miſcarried ſo grievonſly, as to twrne Montaniſft, who called 
himelfe the Holy Gheſt,&c. Juſt asif I (hould reſolve to beleeve 
no relationof any Niniſter (preſent in either of the Armies) of 
the ſtrength of that Army, untill I bad examined, and were aflured 
that he were not a Chiliaſt, an Arian, nor guilty of any others Here- 
fie condemned by the Church ; Yea and more, till I had ſome de- 
gree of aſſurance that he would never beſuch. OrasifT ſhould re- 
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trary to a fwriow one. And for the cloſe of this Argument, wherein 
the warning u given as it were from Heaven, how unſafe and dange- 
rows it ts to build on the authority of men,as I defire the Reader may 
take it home with him, and from thence reſolve to beleeve no lon - 
ger any thing upon this ObjeRers authority, ſo denudate of all rea» 
{bn, fo1 do notyet ſee, why he that onceerred, muſt never be al- 
lowedto ſpeake truth, the making of truenarrations being compa» 
tible with the greateſt hereſie in the world. 

The third Argument againſt Tert»liavs teſtimony, is an obſerva- 
tion of i 44irathat there is a proneneſſe of inclination im much devotion 
in perſons devontly given to over-value the workes and piety of other 
»en. To which my only anſwer ſhall be, that yet I hopeit is not 
obſerved that devout men are ſo (trongly inclined to tell plaine lies, 
to this end that they may make themſelves over-valued by others. 
This muſt be Tertwlians infirmity(it the Objetter guaſle aright)be- 
ing « Chriſtian himſelfe, and in his Apologie labouring toraiſe an 
bigh opinion of Chriſtiansin the Gentiles to whom he writes, to 
which purpoſe if he ſhould forge falfities, 1 muſt confeſle it were a 
ſhrewd weakeneſle, very ill becoming devotion, whatever the pra- 
Rice of later times may ſay in excuſe of it. 

The fourth proofe is from a ſecond obſervation, that in the pioxs 
and Orthodex Fathers themſclves there are ſome tonches,and ftreines, 

ſome fibre of the root of bitterneſſe, which afterwards grew ranke in 
the times of Popery,c., The Aniwer, All that I can colle& from 
hence toward the concluſion deſigned, is, that this objeRters ſence 
is, that, for Tert#lia» to (ay there were Chriſtians enough in the 
Romane Empire to worke revenge on their oppreflors, was a ſpice 
of Popery ; and ſo there is one new piece of Popery more added 
to the many which this age hath concluded under that title above 
the Inventory of the Trent Catechiſme. And fo now to debate this 
any further, or profefle my ſelfe to opine as Tertul/ an did, is to ac- 
knowledgemy ſelfe Popiſh, and that is as bad as Przlaticall : and 
ſo from henceforth all my arguments will but paſſe for temptations 
which none but'carnall men mult tubmit to,be they never ſo demon» 
ftrative. Yet muſt have leave to wender how in the cloſe of this 
Stadion theſe words [rhe ſounder and mare conſiderate knowledge of 
theſe latter timeFJ'can have any reference tothe pointin hand. For 
certiindy; fortheftrength of thethen Chriitian party, ourkagw= 
ledge intheſc latter-times cannot be ſounder or more A © 
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then theirs that then lived amongſt them ; orif it bee, the words 
[ latter times) will be improper, for ſure jt willbe affirmed only of 
that time whetein Mr /.G. wrote this part of this booke ; for I am 
confident he was the firſt that ever revealed this ARt of more conſt- 
derate knowledge to the world. 

. The fifth and laſt prooteis, That whatever their number was, yet 
it ts ne waies likely * ſhould be ſuffered to have any Armes,&c.To 
which, and to all the prudentiall (tate motives whereon it is groun= 
ded, { and ſoto all that SeRion) I ſhall returnenoanſyer, but the 
very -words of Tertullian, which if all put together, they doe 
not defend their author from all their afſaults,neither will I belceve 
the Chriſtians (trength was ſuthcient to buckle with their adverſa» 
ries. His words are plaine ; firſt, if we would hoftes exerres agere, 
deale like profeſt enemies, defiiſſet nobis vis nemerorum & copiarii? 
ſhould we have wanted force of numbers ? (5.men) or armed ſoul- 
diers (for ſo {ure cop/e lignities.) Secondly, be faithas plainly, Ca- 

fella veſtra, caſtra implevimus, we have filled your Caſtles and 
Campes, (there ſure they were armed ; and ſothe Thebzan Legi- 
on, which yeclded themſelves to the Emperours butchery, wanted 
neither number nor armes to have reſilted..) Thirdly, he laith, PT, 
bells nox identi ? what warre had we not been tit for ? ( erians ims 
pares copirs,though we had not had ſo many armed menas they)qss 
ram libenmtur trucidamear. Their deſpiling of death, (nay, gladneſle 
to dyc )might have put them upon ny hazard unarmed,and.he pro- 
feſſes the only thing that kept them from reliſting, was the Do- 
Arine which they had learnt, that it was more lawfull to be kild, 
then to kill. Fourthly, he faith, They had a way of revenge with- 
out Armes, to wit, by departing from them, by that ſeceſfion to 
have brought envy upon them (as for example, upon diſlike of the 


__preſent ſtate, to have gone to New England, 8c. to raiſe an odium 


the Old) but this they would not be ſo malicious asto do nei» 
Mas nay, beſides amiſſio tor civiars ipſa deſtirutione puntiſſet, the 
lofſe of ſo many Citizens would have been a puniſhment by make- 
ing them lefle able to reſiſt other enemies ; plwres hoſtes, quam crves 
ſue reman{ſſent, there would have been a greaternumber of e- 
- Nemies, then there would bave been Citizengremaining.; Fitthly, 
to put all p__ exception, he puts them in ming how one mae 

afew e, if it 


| fixebrands they might have wrought theirreveng; 
were lawfull for them torepay evil with cyill, This ane la parti 
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cular being conſidered, is ſo full a demonſtration of the truth now 
in debate, that ſuppoſing there were but one Chriſtian at liberty to 
uſe that one firebrand, there can be no longer doubt but that there 
was ſufficient ſtrength to worke their revenge, iftheir Religion 
would have permitted themto do ſo. And if their Religion ( as was 
ſaidoutof bim) were the only reſtraint, then certainly their weak- 
nefſe was not. Nay, though they ſhould after all this ( by a morally 
impoſſible ſuppaſition)be ſuppoſed weakezyet if thcir Religion did 
truly reſtraine them, as he profeſſes it did, this were abundantly 
ſuthcient to decide the controverſie betwixt us and the ObjeRer. 
Having proceeded thus far in anſwer to the ſeyerall exceptions 


againſt the truth of Terrullians aſſertion concerning the ſtrength of 


thoſe Chriſtians, I am invited farther by a ſecond profter of the 
Objecer to make appeare, that although Tert»l:axs afſertion 
ſhould be ſappoſed true, yet it were unſufficient, it would not 
reach the queltion, or caſe in hand. This certainty is ſtrange at firſt 
5 the caſe in hand being, Whether the reaſon of their non-re- 

ance were their want of ({trength. Which in all reaſon muſtbe 
determined negatively, when once theſe two things are ſuppoſed ; 


firſt, that they had ſtrength; ſecondly, that the command of 


Chriſt, or making of Chriſtianity was the cauſe of their non-re- 
ſiſtance, andnot want of ſtrength. But there is no truth ſo evi- 
dent, but the cunning of ſuch a crafts-maſter will be able to tranſ- 
forme, both from evidence and truth, and therefore ( though,in all 
Juſtice a man might vow never to have commerce with ſuch a 
man more, that;ſhonld undertake thus to maſter his underſtanding, 
that he ſhould beleeve and not beleeve the ſame thing, yeeld the 
want of ſtrength to be the cauſe, atthe very time wheh he ac- 
knowledges or ſuppoſes, firſt, no want of ſtrength; ſecondly ,ſome- 
whatelſc, to wit, the command of Chriſt, to be the cauſe) yet I 
ſhall ( to exerciſe that Chriſtian meckneſle which I deſire to afſerr 
by my actions, as well as words) waite on this great Artificer te 
the ſecond part of his Anſwer. The ſum of whtch,as ke firſt ſets it, is 
this, that ſuppoſing the Father ſpaks truth concerning their ſtrength 
yet on ſome conſiderations he mentions, /s had beer in thoſe that 
were called to ſuſſer beth want of wiſdome in reſpeit of themſelves, 
ad of charity in refpelt of others, if they ſhould have made the leaft 
refiftance. To which my only anſwer ſhall be to beſeech him to 
conſider, that this is part of T' 5 teſtimony, that the _ 

that

that reſtrained them was ( not this wiſdome but ) the dofrine of 
their Chriſt ; concluding it more lawfull to be kild, then to kill, and 
utterly unlawfull to repay evill for evill. And as for charity to 
others, 1 humbly wiſh that were, er may yet be confidered, how 
much burden,&cthis refiſtance(of which he is the profelt abetter ) 
hath brought on others who are no parties on either fide,nor I hope, 
ill Chriſtians, if their only puniſhable crime be, making conſcience 
of non-reſfiſtance. 

Tothe next Se&ion, in anſwer to a ſuppoled reply, where he 
faith, That it is not probable they had any ſufficiency of ſtrength, I 
anſwer, that I cannot be fo tame as thus to be caught, or ſo wild as 
to imagine that improbable, at a time when T erralliens teſtimony 
15 ſuppoſed to be true ( as now it is ſuppoſed )) the ſpeciall part of 
which teſtimony is yeclded to be, that they had ſufficient ſtrength. 
And where he adds 2. that *twas not neceſſary they ſhould be of one 
mind and judgeme..t touching this ſufficiency, &c. 1anſwer, that 
we doe not aflert any ſuch neceſſity, nor doth our cauſe any way 
incline us to it, or want that refuge. - For ſure we affirme not;that 
they did aRually reſiſt ( to which only, that concurrence would 
have beene neceſſary) but only that they would not, though they 
were able,and to the evidencing of that, the concurrence of judge- 
ment you ſpeake of, is not matcriall, for if they that did ſo thinke 
of their ſtrength, were upon grounds of Chriſtian patience and obe- 
dience, as far from doing or attempting it, as any other ; theſe men 
would certainly have continued in the ſame obedience, though all 
the world had concurred with them in the opinion of their ſuffici- 
ency. For, to profefle Chriſtian mecknelle firſt, and thenupon 
any ſupervenient occurrence to be ready for reſiſtance, though it 
might be a charaQter of the temporary ( that I ſay not hypocriti- 
cal] ) ſubjeRtion of our dayes, yet nult not we be ſogroundleſly un- 
Charitable as to affix it on thoſe Chriſtians ; and though the Obje- 
Qer ſhould renounce his preſent ſuppoſition, and againe contend, 
that Tert#llianlicd, and ſo diveſt him of all authority as atather, of 
common honeſty as a relater, yet ſure he will not be ſo {evereto 
deny him ſo much of an ordinary Kheror, as to make that an ingre- 
dient in his Apology for Chriſtians, which were the higheſt piece 
of an accuſation. Grant but Ter:#lian to have any skill in any of 
his profeſſions, ſuppoſe kim but an Orator, if not a Divine, a tole- 
rable pleader, if not a tolerable-man, allow him but $kill at on 
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Deske, (bis firlt Trade, before he was a Chriſtian ) the reputation 
of a little eloquence, though no ſincerity, and his very pleadings 
will be argumentative, thoagh his words may not. 
- But "ris added 1n the third place, chat having no invitation,conn- 
tenance, or command from any authority, (fc, their caſe was diffe= 
ring frrom onrs. To which 1 anſwer agaive, 1,That it was nat (till 
the want of ſuch command or invitation, that re(trained them, but 
the contrary command of Chriſt, as hath beene clearc, but then ſe 
condly, I praylet me aske a queſtion as of one which I will in rea- 
ſon ſuppole not to be unacquainted with the ſence of Jun'me Bru- 
£14,and Buchanan, and it is only this, whether, it all temporall Ma- 
giltrares negleR the worke of Reformation, the Miniſters may not 
and ought not to attempt it, it they can hope to prevaile ? If fo, 
then though the caſe be not jult the ſame now and then, yet the dit- 
ference is not materiall or pertinent, for thenſure Miniſters there 
would have been to invite, if that had been the Chriſtian way. 
But when it is added within three lines, that weare imvited,&c. 
by as great and as lawfull an authority as this State hath any. I mult 
confeſſe I had thought that the King and both Hoaſes had beene 
a gceater authority ; unleſle the meaning be not ſimply, but «d hoc, 
as great and as lawfull an authority as this State hath any, to doe 
what 1s now done, and then ure it ſhall be granted by me, who 
profeſſe my ſelfe to ſuppoſe it impollible that any command given 
to this purpoſe ihould be lawfull, or able to ſecure any from that 
ſentence of Saint Panles, They that refst ſhall receive to themſelves 
damnation, Yet once more, it is poſlible thatthe Authour, by . 
this State may meane a Republique, which though it be a word ot 
ſome ſignitication in ſome other Countries, yet that our Lawes ac- 
knowledge any fuch here , I have not yet beene taught, nor ſure 
canany part of this Kingdome without the King, be capable of this 
Title, till we have moulded anew forme of Government,and new 
Lawes, as the Modell of that ; for undoubtedly the old ones are 
not acquainted with any ſuch. But that I will hope isnet the mea- 
ning, becauſe it is added that inferiowr agitrates, &c. which 
ſeemethto acknowledge that the Parliament without the King are 
but inferiour Magiltrates. Of the agrecableneſſe of that Title of 
Magiſtrates and Rulers, to that body without the head, I le 
not to ſpeake ; only to that which is added, that they ſhould be #- 
bryed, as well as Kings, anſwer; ( or" canvaſing of the place 
| 2 in 
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inSaint Peter, which others have done) thx if they are to be 0. 
bejed,but as well as Kings, then, x. The Kg that conumands not to 
do it, is to be obeyed, as well as <Dcy. 2- Not they againſt the 
King, for that the 1nferiority ;=1pUes, An inferiour Magiſtrate, in 
that that is lawfull, and wiedin his Commithon, and notthwarted 
by af{uperiour, i® to beobeyed as well as if he were ſuperiour in 
that, or as well 2s che ſuperiour in any thing elle ; but ſure not to 
the deſpifing of the ſuperiours lawfull commands, when they doe 
interpolſe, for that were more then 4s well, When the King com - 
mands that which God and the Law doth not forbid, it may be 
ſaid, that bis commands are to be obeyed as well as Gods, which 
the Apoltle intimates, when he ſaith, yow muſt be ſubjeft for con- 


ſcience ſake ; and the ground of this truth is, becauſe indeed God 


the ſfupreame, commands that ſubjeRion to the King inſuch mat- 
ters. But ſure forall this the King is not to be obeyed againft God, 
or where any countermand of his bath intervened,for this were in 
Saint Peters phraſe to obey wen (not as well, but) rather then God. 
Thus is it in that other caſe, the inferiour is to be obeyed, 4s well as 
the ſwperioxr ( in things lawfull and not contradiRtory tothe Supe- 
riours commands ) upon that ground of neceſſity of obedience to 
the Superiour, from whom he hath his Commiitton, and as S. Pe» 
terfaith, & «wv mummy, 55 ſent of him, 4. e, of, or by that gapizen, ſuy 
pereminent perſon, the King z but ſure this holds not againſt the 
ſuperiour, as in the other caſe it did not. 3. Not they when they 
command to take up Armes againſt him whom Saint Past bids me 
not reſiſt upon paine of damnation, and by my oath of Allegeance 
(if it were other wiſe lawfull) I have bound my ſelfe that I willnot. 


| Whereupon it is obſervable, that the allertorsot this 'warre, are 
'. now brought to undertake , that damnation, Or «1s, Row, 1 23. ſhall 


not ſignifie damnation ( poore men, what a weakethred doth the 
Sword hang in, that is juſt over their ſoules ? and what a fad con» 
dition wonldit be, if to one that dyes a Confident Martyr in this 
warre, damnation at the day of doome ſhould prove to ſignific 
damnation ?) but ſome temporary mul ; and yet withall that this 
War 1s not againſt the King ( when yet that other againſt the Earle 
of Eſſex his Army, is not doubted to be againſt the Parliament) 
which two ſo ſtrange, and yet diſtant holds ( for if it be not againſt 
the King, what need of that other evaſion from the damnation,that 
belongs to reſiſters, or ifreſiſters ſhall carry it away ſo calily, why 
may.

may not War be avowed againilt the King, by any that will adven- 
ture his wrath?) do ſure ſignifie mens conſciences to be ſtrangely 
grounded, and themſelves very groundleſly confident, which are 
{atisfied upon no better principles, and whoſe praRices are Ccapa- 
ble of no better ſecurity. 

Upon theſe grounds thus laid, of obedience due to inferiour,as 
well as ſuperiour ( ſupreame it ſhould be, for ſo v4, muſt here 
ſignifie, and I hope that our King amongſt us is ſuch) Magiltrates, 
the Obje&er puts acaſe, tha: the inferrowr Governowr requires that 
which u only honeſt.&'c. as to do our beſt to deftng our ſelves againſt 
theſe that contrary to law and conſcience aſſault us,the ſuperionr tha. 
which u contrary to both, vir. to fit ſtill, Fc. Inthis caſe he reſolves 
it is moſt cleare onhis fide, for ( whether the lawtulneſle or ne- 
ceſlity he intimates not of) re/iſtance againſt the ſuper;iour. To this 
I anſwer, that it is hard to beleeve that the Objeer did not pur- 
poſely intend to deceive his Reader by that phraſe [" onely honeſt, 
ce. For that is a very doubtfull ſence, it may ſignifie, that nething 
elſe were honeſt, and then it is in that ſence apparently falſe, for if 
it were honelt to take up Armes againſt a King, yet ſure may not 
taking-up Armes be honeſt too, for (what ever the crime of neu- 
trality ſignifies in theſe dayes ) it may be lawfull for a man to ſuffer 
Jnjurie, to ſuffer himſelfe to be defraded ( and rhat by a King , as 
well as by anequall) 1 Cor. 6. 7. I hopereſiſtance, though it have 
lately commenced , and taken upon it the degree of vertue, yet 
bath not turned Projector, got the monopoly of vertue and hone- 
ſty into its hand , that it ſhould engrofle and encloſe thattitle, and 
there be ne other vertue or honeſty beſidesthis ; yet would the af- 
firmations of ſome out of no meaner place then the Pulpit, [that all 
that are forthe King at this time are Atheiſts or Papiſts ]-conclude 
and perſwade thus much, But I would faine beleeve that the mean- 


ing of the Phraſe [o»ly honeſt, &c. ]is, [no more then honeſt ] 


5c. not necefſary. But if that be it, then ſure the ſuperiour Gover- 
nour may deſerve to be obeyed in forbidding it, as well as the in- 
feriour in commanding : For it will not follow in that caſe, that the 
King command: ſomewhat contrary to the Law of God, and nature, 
but only ſomewhat contrary to ſomething which was agreeable,, 
5. e. not againſt the Law of God and nature, s. e, prohibits a thing 
lawfull, not neceſſary, as the other is ſuppoſed to command a thing 
layfull, not neceflary : which ſure were as free for him to do,as for 
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null-conſent ? 


Of reſiſting the lawfull Magiſtrate 
the inferiour, ſuppoſing,as the obſt&er ſuppoſes, that the command 
of God ind:fferently extends it for obedrence to either, in things that 
are lawfull. Hence it appeares that in the caſe bere put, the com- 
mand of the Superiour is falſely attirmed, to be an unlawfull come 
mand ( for then the niatter of the interiours command muſt be ſup- 
poſed, not o»!y honeſ?, but neceflary) and if it be a lawtull one, it 
may and will then inake void that obligation forthat particular, 
which is ſuppoſed by the law of God to lye on us, to obey the in- 
feriour in that which is lawfull. The ſhort is, if that whichis here 
ſpoken of, be in it ſelfe neccſtaty, we mult co it, as 1n ſpight of all 
countermands of the ſuperiour, ſo without all commands or invi- 
tations of the inferiour Magiſtrate ; butif it be not neceſſary in it 
ſelfe, neither will the commauds of an inferjour make it neceſſary 
to any who ſtands prohidited by a ſuperiour, 

In the fou:th Section the Objecter offers at a reaſon, why thoſe 
ancient Chriltiavs ( {uppoſing ſtrength inthem) ſhould racher pati- 
ently ſuffer, becauſe before their converſion they had conſented to 
the Emperours power, rheyeb thoſe Editts were made for the muy- 
thering of Chriſtians 5c. To which I anſwer, that it is ridiculous 
to ſceke out or impoſe upon the Reader probable or poſlible rea- 
ſons for their non-reliltance, when Tert#lian in their name ſpeci- 
fies the true only reaſon, the Goſpell docrine of Chriſtian pati- 
ence and obedience. But for the particular of their conſent, much 
might be added, to ſhew the vanity of that plea, if that were ravts, 
or pertinent. I ſhall only ſay, that if the Emperour legally mar- 
thered Chriſtians, then their conſent to that Lawſor to the power 
of the Emperour who made it ) would not bind or dilperce-with 
them to omit any thing neceſſary or otherwiſe couunanded by any 
greater power ; for it I {weare todoe ſo, I muſt breake my oath, 
ox obſtante what is concluded from, Pſalm. 15.4. Andif it were 
not otherwiſe necellary or commanded by greater power, then net- 
ther is reſiſtance now. And then the Kings prohibition will as much 
reſtraine me in any thing not neceſlary, as their hex beniſh conſent 
could be ſuppoſedto reſtraine them then. Nay, hethat inakesthat 
conſent a nullity (as this ObjeRer in fine doth) what realoncan he 
render why he that gave that conſent, might not plead that nulli- 


ty, for ſuch (though cacnall) advantages as life is, it he could make 


good his pleading, and no'other reſtraint lic on him, : but only that 
For

For the fifth Seion, How that may be lawfull [for an entire 
body to do, which may not be lawfull for a part] and fo for us 
now, though not forthem ; I anſwer, That it the phraſe [” entire 
body] ſignifie the head and members too, then the period istrue ; 
if not, then the whole Seton is fallacions : for it followes not, 
that though the repreſentative body without the head is more, 
then a party in che Empire, without the repreſentation of the reſt, 
cherefore the firſt may reſiſt forcibly, though the ſecond ſhould 
not : for he that from Saint Pax/ deniesreliſtance of Subjeds in- 
definitely to Kings, will not be moved from that hold, by diſcer- 
ning {ome other flight difterences vetweene Subjeas, unleſle they 
may appeare ſuch that. on one fide they may authorize reſiſtance. 
But then ſecondly, It the Doctriac of Chriſtian patience,&c. were 
the cauſe of Non-reſiftance, then ſure was not this other confide- 
ration wherein they differ from us, the cauſe of it. | 

Well, having gone thus far,in attendance on this Objeder, and 
to exerciſe that patience, which we ſo much deſire to perſwade & 
there is yet the greatelt Fort behinde uavanquiſhed, ereRted in 
the ſixth Seton, and reſcued from all luppolſed aflailants in fixe 
particulars following, (et up like ſo many fortreſſes about it. The 
{um of it is{for I would not be bound to recite whar every one may 
read in & printed Booke) that it thoſe Primitive Chriſtians had 

ſtrength, aud might lawfully have refifted, ( by the way Tertullran 
only aftirmes the firſt, and is ſo far from ſuppoſing, that he abſo- 
lutely denies the ſecond )yet might God hide this liberty frons them; 
and fo his after d:ſpenſations d1d require that he ſhould hide it from 
them , and yet manifeſt it to 15 % and theſe diſpenſations he pee: fies 
to be Gods counſell of Amichriſts comming imo the werld then, and 
of his being deſtroyed, and caſt out now. T he hidrg of this truth of 
Subjeas power and right to refilt their Supertous, being neceſſary 
ro helpe Antichriſt up to his throne. And the Commonalty of Chriſfti- 
rs doing contrary to thewill of their Smwperionrs, be ing the men that 
muſt have the princiall hand in executing Gods judgements upon the 
Whore. Rev+18.4,5,6,0 9. that 1s, in the pulling him downe. 

To this whole Diſcourſe ( the firſt I am confident that ever was 
written on this Subje& ) I muſt an{wer by degrees, ( that I may 
not omit any thing that is added for proofe or explication by the 
Anthour ) Td fiſt, I muſt defire the word may or might [_ may 
hide ] may be changed nto plaine intelligible ſenſe, Say, did es

' hide the liberty of reſiſtance from thoſe Primitive Chriſtians, or 
no ? If he did\not, then away with this whole SeRion, and parti- 
cularly that affirmation, Pag. 30. that Gods diſpenſations did re- 
quire that it ſhould be hid from them : but if God did indeed bide 
it ; then firſt, this is more then a ſuppoſition, it is a plaine conce(- 
ſion that thoſe Chriſtians Terrzlliax ſpeakes of, might not law- 
fully have reſiſted, though they had had ſtrength (which was fo 
long denyed) for the light being hidden, they muſt have dune ie 
without faith, or againſt conſcience, yea, and againſt Gads deter- 
minate counſell, who, ( the Objecter faith ) had great cauſes to 
hide it, of which one fare muſt be, that it ſhould not be uſed. 2. 
Here is a great ſecret of new Divinity, that God hides truths ( not 
az Chriſt ſpake in parables, becauſe they ſeeing lee not, Marth iz, 
13. but ) on purpole to helpe AntiChrilt to his Throne. ( of which 
more anon. ) As for that inſtance of thoſe that eate herbs, I pray 
conſider, whether that be pertinent to prove that God purpoſely 
hides truths from us, or particularly this truth in hand. For ſure 
that liberty God hid from nove in the Apoſtles time ; for the 
preaching of the Golpell manifeſted the lawtulnefle of meats, as 
well as herbs, only ſome ſaw not, or conſidered not, that that was 
manifeſted, and thinking ſome old legall obligation ( as othersdid 
circumciſion) tolye (till on them, tubmitted toit out of piety. Now 
apply this to the point in hand. Certainly the liberty of forcible 
reſiſtance againſt Superiours ( though it ſhould be granted )) would 
never be found of this kind, a liberty brought into the world by 
Chrilt, which before had not becne there. If he ſhall affume 1t 
was, (as he muſt if that inſtance of eating be pertinent though by 
the conceſſion af the latter part, he mult diſclaime all his former 
old-Teſtament pleas tor reſiltance, from the people about Jena- 
than, from David,and trom Eliſha ; yet will he never give avy pro- 
bable appearance for the affirmation in the firlt part , that Chriſt 
gave any ſuch new before-unrevealed liberty : but rather, if any 
ſuch liberty beforethere were, it was undoubtedly taken away by 
Chriſt, from whoſe example and precepts it was that thoſe Primi- 
tive Chriſtians, and we alſo, dare not make uſe of that ſuppo- 
ſed liberty. The only thing I. can imagine poilible to be reply- 
ed, is, that though the compariſon hold not exaRtly, yet it. may 
hold inthis, that as that liberty of cating -was hid to foe ( it mat- 
ters not by whom, or how) ſo this of reliſting to.others. To mak 


under colour of Retigion, 
I returne, that then it is confeſt, that this inſtance doth only illy- 
ſtrate the Obje&ers meaning, but not ſo much as probably con- 
firme his affertion - and then I am ſorry I have conſidered it fa 
long, and therefore to bring the point to an iſſue, I muſt thirdly 
aske, Where this liberty, or the authority for this liberty was, 
when it was thus hid. Was it inthe old Teſtament? Though is 
ſhould bethere, as it is not, yetit ng be.taken away inthe New, 
(as thoſe things which in the old Teltament, or the law of nature, 
are neerelt to giving of that liberty, are ablolutely reformed by 
Chriſts Dotrine and praRtice) and then that were good for no- 
thing. Was it inthe new ? Then deale plainly, ſhew the place in 
the new Teſtament which gives that liberty, and is now tound out 
by poſterity, though bidden to them. Sure we have found out 
no new Sctipture, to them unknowne (the Nazarites Goſpell 
though it rehearie ſome ſpeeches of Chriſt not in our Canon, yet 
is: not produced fer any of this nature : that famous one which it 
tathers on our Saviour, Nanquam lets fits nifs cum fratremsgn cha- 
ritate videritss, is of another ſtampe, I would to God this A 

cryphball Precept might be Canonicall among us ) andfor any place 
of the knowne. Canon miſ-underſtood by them, and now y 
unclouded and revealed tp us in a right underſtanding, which in- 
forces this, I muſt be ſo charitable tothe ObjeRter, as to thinke 
that if he had diſcerned any ſuch, be would not have failed to have 
ſhewed it us, (as well as his interpietations of Rom.13.. and Re- 
vel.17. 17-) if it were but to leave us unexcuſable for not being 
his Profelytes. Beyond theſe {everall, wayes of revelation, if po- 
ſerity have had any other (or indeed any but that of underſtan- 
ding of Scripture, by Scripture light, or aliltance of Gods Spirit, 
which was net before underſtood) from whence to fetch a liberty 
which is not in the old Bible, or is denyed 1n the New, this is it 
which we defire ſo to warne men of under the name of Enthuſt- 


aſme, whch-is bardly ever diſtinguiſhable fram a demure "Þ 


and I muſt call it now the dreame of. the dreamers, Fade $. that 

deſpiſcdominion, ſpeake evill of dignities, but farre trom divine 

revelation. And yet that this is the thing that this Objeter hath 

an cyeto , (and not the underſtanding of Scripture mpre clearly, 

hen before.) may.appearez inthat he . Mranes hit ervth iu from 

their teachers, (thapgh not from al withoug exception.) whoyetit

it were hid in the Scripture, - were of all others moſt unlikely. not 
. {® 
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of reſiſting the lawfull Magiſtrate 
to finde it. As for that offer of proofe, that thistruth mightlye tid, 
decauſe there was no eccaſfion of fndzjng it”: 1 anſwer, that in Ter- 
tallians dayes, when there was' occalion to ſtudy it, (as great as 
ever can ariſe any, becauſe the perfecutions then, were as heavy 
—amoy' we may by that argument thinke they would have 
archt into it, at leaſt the light then would not in ordinary account 
have proved more dim, as he faith/it did, if the Scripture werethe 
Catidleſticketwhere this light was held out. That which he adds in 
the next place, of the fpirit of comrage, patience, and conflancy, 
which was by God powred ont on the (þmrch in thoſe dayes, and ſo 
made Martyrdome ſeeme. a deſirable thing to them, is mote like a 
reaſon indeed of their not enquiring into this liberty : and herein, 
I. mutt 'acknowledge the ingenuity of the ObjeRter, or the power 
of truth which extorted this reaſon from him, 40 little to the ad- 
vantage of” bjs canſe, and ſo much of ours. For this is certainly 
the bottome of the buſinefle, the want of Chriſtian courage, pati- 
ence; &e<. {for that kind of courage is not in fighting, bur ſut- 
fering) hath helpt-us of this laſt age to that [_ dreame, not 7] reve- 
lation ofliberty, which was never heard of among the ancients . 
But by the way, it ſeemes by the Objeter that now —_— 
is no defirable thing; nor taking up Chriſts Croſſe, nor following 
of 'tijtn. 'We are-tefolyed' to- have no more to:do with Martyr< 
dome; 'thinke that thethouſand yeares for the Saints to reigne.on 
earth are now at hand, and fo ſuffering, or conformity to the Inuage 
of Chrift, no longer the thing we are predeſtined to, we mult tet 
up a'hew trade of fighting; deſtroying, reſiſting; rebelling, leave 
endtring-tothofe Chriſtrans which were furniſhed with. e xtr qordi- 
nary ftren#th from Heaven. Which are the ObjeRers words 'of 
the Primntive Chriſtians, which, ſaith he, kept them fromſtudy- 
ing cafes'and queſtions avout -lawtfulneſfle of eſcaping , (which 
word''meere ſhame hath put in,/ utterly impertinently,” jaſtead of 
reviting/5 confeſſe; I had thbught our-Queene ſary Martyr,had 
hzd&thisftrength from Heaven too ;/and [that it was not'like mij» 
racles, 'an extraordinary' gift only for the Infancy of the Church - 
but hqw-itfeemes we muſt expect toſee no more Martyrs, till we 
ratiremove Mounaines againe: This Objecter, it is cleare, is re-

neſſe, charity, which 1 coneeive Chriſt bath beep ſa paſſionately 
carnelt torecommend unts me, as moſt diametrically oppoſite to 
the molt unchriſtian damoing finsof pride, ambition, malice, rebel» 
lion, unquictnelle, uncontemednefle,&c. WC" 
Fourthly, for the whole diſcourſe about Antichriſt, there mult 
many things bereturned. 1+. That it is not tollerable in a Chriſtian 
eo attirme , that God purpoſely hid truths, that Angicrbiſt Might 
come into the world ; this ſo harſh ſence the Objecter firlt dul« 
guiſes in another Phrale , that God by ſfpeciall diſpenſation [uf- 
fered him to makg many tr«ths bis footſtoole; but indeed that rea» 
ches not home to the bulinefle undertaken to bee proved; For 
it followes not thence, that this of reſiſting Superiours was oac 
of thoſe truths, if it were, then God ſuffered-him to make uſe 
of 'it, which he could not but by its-bein; made knowng,, where» 
as he ſuppoſes it was then hid ; If he meane Antichriſt hid it, 
and ſo made the hiding it, his footftoole, Then 1..it wasnot 
God that hid it, as before he ſaid, but Antichriſt. - 2. It had then 
been manifeſt before, and then began to be hid , when there was 
moſt occaſion to uſe it, which before he made improbable, If I 
were put upon the wracke I could not give a rationall account of 
thoſe words of the Objefer laſt recited, or ſuch as may but be 
conſonant to his preſent undertakings : that which followes is 
more.cleare, that God cauſed adead ſicepe to” fall wpon thoſe. truths:

17. There the word Kings, muſt ſignifie the people, or any but 
the-King z Would not the ſpirit of meckneſle have eaſily com- 
dedthis bufinefle, and havegiven the word ( Kings) leavein 

th places, to ſignifie both their perſons and their Realmes, and 
ſo have reconciled the places, that ſome Kings with their King- 


domes ſhould bewaile her, and ſome againe hate her, they be-' 


waile her, that continued with her till her deſtruion, when they 
ſce the fmoake of her burning, 18. 9 and others hate her who had 
once taſted of her filthineſſe, and repented and lett her before ; 
this were very agreeable to thoſe texts, it we had not perempto- 
rily refolved to fetch ſome other ſence out of them. 3. That firſt 
plage alone by: it ſelfe concludes only thus much, that good men 
come ( or are exhorted to come) out from Antichriſt, and avenge 
the whore, and earthly men that have love to her, bewaile her, 
but not that either the firſt are all common people ( for ſure Kings 
may be called Gods people, or be in that number ) or the ſecond 
none but Kings ; As for the proofe that rhoſe people, verſe 4- are 
the ſubjeRtsof thoſe Kings, verſ. 9. Becauſe they are ſuchas come 
out of Baby/on, ſure that 1s very weake, for Bay/on being the 
Province of the Whore, there may be Kings as well as Sabjes 
there, and thoſe Kings come out too, as well as thoſe ſubjes. 
For ſuppoſe King and people of Eng/and all Popiſh, why might 
they not all reforme together ? It ſeemes Antichriſt mult never de 
caſt out of a Kingdome tillthe people do it in ſpight of the 
King, and therefore it is concluded that it was not done here in 
the dayes of King Edward; nor Queen E/izaterh,nor King James, 
and now fiace the new Revelations have aſſured men that Anti- 
chriſt muſt now be caſt out utterly from among, us, it i& become 

that our Soveraigne ſhould be a Papiſt, and as much zeale 
and as. ſolid arguments uſed: to perſwade our friends that indeed 
he is ſo, ( though his conſtant word and aRions now evidence the 
contrary) as are produced to; maintaine any other article ofour 
new Saints belicfe 3 one of the moſt ſuſpeed and hated herefics 
oftheſec dayes, is to doubt of the Popiſb _—_ of our Snperi- 
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Of reſiſting the lawfull eMarziſtrate 
"ours, eſpecially the King : Well by this, do&rrine; : iff the King 
'ſhould chance not tobe a Papiſt, he muſt turne tobe one;. or clic 

Popery cannot be caſt out 1m bis time. If fo he ſhould dogturne 
Papiſt on purpoſe to prepare, or diſpoſe his Kingdome to turne An- 
tichrilt our, this might be but anſ{werable to Gods hiding of truths 
to that end to helpe Antichrilt in. But ſhould his Majeſty be fo ma- 
licious as to- prove Proteſtant in earnett, then what would become 
of that ſure word of Prophecy: that ſo many -have been perſwaded 
to depend on, that Antichriſt muſt now be caſt out of this King- 
dome, which ſaith th? Oojeter cannot be, unlefle the people do it 
while the King bewailes. I hope I have faid enough of this, 

. As'for the connexion of this obſervation, with.the conchiſion 
in hand ( thou#h it matter lit.le now, the obſervations proved ſo 
falſe, yet YI ſhalladde, that if the people were todo that great feat 
of caſting oat Antichriſt, yet it appeares not how liberty of forci« 
ble reliſting their Kings ſhould be a necellary requiliteto the work, 
unleſſe the Jaw fiill Kiog be theAntichrilt in every country;for other- 
wile it-is very poſſible that though they obey their Kings they. may 
refiſt Antichriſt;though'they love and revercenc theirJawfull Supe- 
riour,they may hate and abjure their unlawful: "Ince more, where- 
as it iSagaine repeated, that the kyow/edge of the ſuppoſed ſbjetts 
liberty would have kept Antichrift from bis throne, 1 repeat again, 
that if. it would, God ſure would have revealed itfothem gf all 
others, unleſſe it appeare, that God was more angry with the fins 
of Chriſtians in Ter:allians age, and fo more forght againſt them, 
then he doth in onrs againſt us: For though God may ot mercy un- 
deſerved throw downe Antichrilt, yet that he ſhould 10 immediate- 
ly and flfuſtrioufly labour to fet him up, unlefle- out of: deſerved int- 
dignation to a people, is not eaſily reſolved; yet it this mayappeare 
de fatto to-be ſo, I {hall yeeld ; tillthen, teiz>. , 

The laſt blot laid on Tertulliav to oblitterate all whatſaeyer can 
be fetcht from him is, that #he awrhoricy of Tortullian , and the ſub- 
miſſion of the Chriſtians being both 'Hpocriphally i too light to weigh 

ainſt the praftice of the greas Prophet Eliſha, '&c. To which I 
anſwer, that that being ſuppoſed,” yet the'pgroands on-whuch Ter- 
tullizs faith the Chriſtians of his time did fo patiently tuffer, viz. 
thedodrine of Chriſtian patience #nd/ meekneſle, are-not Apocry» 

Phall,/nqrInferiourto'that of £/#ha, though is were tuppoled to

added by the ObjeRer in this bufineſſe;as the difproving of Tertw/- 
lian; relations on grounds of Chriſtian dodtrine, trom thecontrary 
pratice of David and E!:ſba, though I might an(wer in one word, 
that Chriſtians are reſtrained from {ome things which were prai- 
ſed without fault in the Old-Teltament, yet becauſe thole Olds 
Teſtametit examples have been fully cleare4 by many others of our 
writers, and' deed are not pertinent to the Giſcourle I was upon 
when this ObjeRer firſt met mein the way, and led me this chace 
after him, I ſhall -not be ſo impertinent as to adde any ting, but 
conceive my ſelte to have vindicated the teltimonies of thoſe Fa.- 
thers/frem all poſſible objeRtions, and ſo to have joyned the pra+ 
Rice bf Chriſtians, (thoſe ancient Primitive ones) and proved them 
correſpondent to the example of Chriſt, and ſo to have made good 
my ſecond argument propoſed from the example of Chriſt and 
Chriſtians. : 

-- Mythirdis fromthe very making of Chriſtianity, and particu- 
tarly of the Proteſtant DoQrin:. And 1, Of Chriſtiarity, which as 
it differs from the Lawrs both of Aſoſes and Nature, fo it con- 
ſtantly reformes and pertets thoſe ( diflolves not any thing that 
was morallin them, nor promiſes impunity for non-performance, 
bit upon repentance & retarmation) elevates and raiſes tkemup to 
a& Higher piteh, & lealt then Jewes or naturallmgn had conceived 
or underſtÞ6d+themielves obliged to, which the ancient Fathers 
gehierally reſolve to bethe meaning of his «ve mainy, {@.5.17. 
ro fill np all vacuities in thoſe former Lawes, and adde unto them 
that 'perfeRion which ſhould be proportionable to that greater 
mieafure of grace now aftorded: under-the Goſpell.. Thus, w that

alſume that no other reſiſtance is neare ſo deſtruſtive of peace, 2s 
that reſiſting of the Supreme -power, that'being indeed the ſhaking 
of government itſelte,whichis the band of peace,and the diflolving 
of which returnes us to the ſtate of common hoſtility, leaves us 2 
wildernefle of Beares or Tygers, not afociety.ot men) yet I ſhall 
confefle, that 1 inteaded not:to lay any-more-weight on this part of 
the Argument, then any man will acknowledge it able to beare,aodl 
that therefore before I inferre-my concluſion of non-refiftance from 
the making of Chriſtianity, I mult adde to thefe places fo paſſionate 
tor peace,another ſort of places concerning obedience, .of which, 
(without naming the places being ſo knowne already): I ſhall ven- 
ture this obſervation, that in the New Teſtament, eſpecially the 
Epiſtles of the Apoſtles (which were 'all written in time ofthe

M.Bnidges,&c. have.invented to free themſclvesatid others from 
the obedjence molt ftrifly required there, butT would-notiagaine 
trouble any-ingenuous man with ſuchextravagantidilconries aveven

Saint Paul avouch, that by «4 or damnation in that place, he did 
meane no lefſe then cternall damnation without repentance : O 
how would his countenance;change, bis thoughts trouble him, the 
joynts of his loynes be looſed, and bis knees (mite one againlt ano- 
ther, one generall -jew; poflefſe all his faculties, and M.Bridg,8c. 
be unable to ſettle him or give him confidence any longer, when the 
Tekel (hall come out of the Wall over againlt that interpretation of 
his, that.it is weighed in the ballance (of truth and judgement) and 
found wanting ; Of this word «44s 1 deligne another diſquifition: 
onely I could not deferre to focewarne the Reader of his danger in 
this place, and now I ſhall not doubt from the making of Chriſtia- 
nity to inferre my concluſion of non-reliſtance , not doubting but 
the premifles will beare it. 

. :Forthe other part of this third Argument from the making of 
the Proteſtant Doctrine, I would faine be very briet by way of com» 
peaſation for my former importunity , and therefore ſhall 
my ſclte.not totrouble the Reader with citations or names, which 
yee-might bee brought by hundreds of reformed Writers for e- 
very Junixe | Brut, and Fnchanan that hath appeared for tho 
contrary ſince the Reformation. Though the truth is, ſach as theſe 
if they mutt be called Proteſtants, are yet in this ſomewhat more 


— thenthattitle ever imported, I may fay perfeRt Jeſuites. in their 


ciples,and reſolutions concerning Papiſt of any other 
per pu pom qunivrar ora, barge apt 
of that power of making ſuch. reſiſtance. That: which1 deſigned 
To to

to ſay on this point is onely this ; That. the dodrine of Alegiance 
to Kings, and of their ſupremacy in all cauſes, hath alwayes been 
counted a principall head of difference between the Proteſtants 
and the worſt of Papiſts , and a {peciallevidence which moſt men 
have uſed, to conclude the Papacy to be 3 Aanixexee the Antichrilt, 
isthis that the Pope exalteth himſelfe above all that is called God: 
7. The Kings of the carth, that he in caſe the King be not a Catho- 
licke , abſolves SubjeQts from their Allegiance to him, that hee 
pretends power over them in fpirituall things, and in tempo- 
rall in ordine ad ſpiritzalia. It is not unknowne to any that the 
Oath of Supremacy if not of Alegoves among us is. principally 
deſigned to diſcerne and diſcover Papilts, of whom , one of the 
prayers appoynted for the fifth of November affirmes, that their 
Religion 1s Rebellion, that ſure is, that one maine difference be- 
twixt Romiſh and Engliſh , Popiſh and Proteſtant Doftrine is 
that of hberty to Rebell in ſome caſes , particularly in that 'of 
Religion : In oppoſition to all which Docrines or infiruations 
of theirs, there is no Church that ever expreſt their ſenſe in a» 
ny Atticle more fully and largely, then ours hath in this parti- 
cular, witnefle the ſeverall parts of the Homily of Dilodedi- 
ence and Rebellion, printed in Queene Elizabeths time. And 
if herein all other parts of the Reformed Church have not gone 
as farre as we, yet ſhall I not retraRt my aſſerting this 

purely Proteſtant, 1. Becauſe this Kingdome hath alwayes beene 
elteemed a prime part of the Reformation, wherein the Papa- 
cy was legally caſt out,not by violence or tumults of the people,and 
ſo _— rejeRed but what in ſobriety was neceſſary to be- reje- 
Red, and therefore our Church hath generally been the Norma, 
or rule by which others have deſired tocompole themielves , and 
never yet any other ſo preferred before us, as that our anceſtours 
could thinke fit to contorme to them.

As for the Emperour of Germany, Charles the fifth by 
name, he faith plainly, 7 yramide cives ad rempublican oppreſſit,c uns 
jura maje ſtatis non haberer, which if it be true will be ſome excuſe 
tothe German Princes in what they did at that timein taking up 
Armes for Religion, though it 1s moſt certaine what he affirmes, 
that when thoſe Princes conſulted with M. Leather about it, num id 


-_ jwre divino liceret, whether jt were lawfull in the ſight of God, [fe 


»egavit, he reſolved it utterly unlawtull : this anſwer faith Body, 
Luther gave Periude atque ſi Carolus ſumman imperii ſolu habe- 
ret, and therefore much more mult it be given whenthe caſc is of a 
Monarch indeed,as he concludes; and though ke acknowledge that 
diſtin&ion,which it ſeemes Luther did not, betwixt that Emperour 
and true 'Monarchs, yet is he faine to paſſe a fad obſervation upon 
the fa& of thoſe Princes in taking up Armes for Religion, againſt 
Lauther's advice, Ita funeſtum bellum reique publice ealamiteſuns 
ſmſceprum eft, cum ingenti principum ac civinm ſtrags, quia juſt a 
Carſa nulle videri poreſt adverſus patriam arma ſumendi.-l would 
to God thoſe words were Engliſht in every of our hearts: a direfiull 
and calamitous war with the flanghter of all forts, becauſe (though 
it were for Religion, yet) no cauſe can be counted jult of taking up 
Armes againſt one's Countrey. The truth is, what was done there 
' though, 1. very unhappily, and 2. again{t no Monarch, hath been 
| ht imitable by Knox and Bxuchana in Scotland, and from 
. thence infufed into ſome few into Eng/and as Penry,&c. But by 
Gods providence hath formerly bin timouſly reſtrained, & not bro- 
ken out to the defaming of our Proteſtant profeſſion.It ſeemes now 
our finnes are ripe for ſuch a judgement, the land divided into two 
extreame finfull parts ; one by their ſinnes fitted to fuffer under this 
dodtine, others ſinfull enough to be permitted to broach and proſe- 
cute it.I meekly thanke God,that though my ſins areſtrangely great, 
yet he hath not given me up to that latter judgement. I conceive I 
have alſo given ſome hints at leaſt of proving my poſition from the 
making of the Proteſtant DoArine. To

which from my childhood I have imbibed, and therefore conceive 
cemmon to all others with me;and it is this, That the Lawee of this 
Kingdome put no man ('no Papiſts I am ſure) to death for Religion, , 

When Jeſuits and Seminary-Prieſts have ſuffered, every man is fo 

perfect in the Law, as to know that it is for Treaſon, by a Statute 

that makes it ſuch for them to come into this Kingdome. The truth 

of this, and the conſtant pleading of it azainſt all ObjeRers, hath 

made me ſwallow it asa principle of our Law, that even Popery 

ſtrialy taken (and not only as now this laſt yeare it hath learnt to 

enlarge its importance) is no capitall crime. From whence, I pro- 

feſſe, 1 know no impediment to forbid me to conclude, that in the 
conſtitution of our State no warre for Religion is accounted alaws- 

full warre ; for that it ſhould be lawfull to kill whole multitudes 

without any inditement, yea, and by attempting it, to endanger, at 

leaſt, our owne, i.e. Many good Proteſtants lives, for that, which if 

it were proved againſt any _ man, would not touch his life in 

the leaſt degree, is, I muſt acknowledge, one of the Hrcana belli, 
-Which I cannot lee into. And therefore Sleidas tels.us of M.Lather, 

that he would not allow a warre, though but defenſive, with the 

Turke himſelfe, com /ib.13. p4g.403- andthough after he had miti- 

gated his opinion upon a new [tate of the queſtion, and perſwaded 

the Emperour to it, yet it was with this limitation, Mods nec vin-

whatever other power, till God annext it, in Gen,g9.6. which alſo 
ſeemes to be out of all diſpute inthis Kingdome, even at this time, 
where the univerſall body of the commonalty, even by thoſe that 
would bave the regall power originally in them, is not yet affirmed 
to have any aggregate power, any farther then every man ſingleout 
of government was preſumed to have over hiniſelf, which ſure was

our brethren, and God ; and in that reſpet it is added, verſe 4. 
8.3 Ne wr Gr Witt ir boyld nd 8 x91 apacrorn, the Miniſter or Offi. 
cer of God heis, and executioner for wrath, that is pupiſhment 
temporall to him ( indefinitely ) that doth evill. . But doth it 
follow from hence., that cither he that makes forcible refſtance 
a24inkt the Superiouc or Supreme power, or that commits any @- 
ther fia {which the Supreme power is ſet to aveage or puniſh ' 
temporally )/hull iacurre no eternall paaiihmeat ? If this new Di- 
vinity ihould be entectaiacd, it mait be priviledge and-proteRion 

to other ſins, as wall as re{i43ace and revellion, even to allthat aa 
Julicialila y25 have power te puniſh, for in theſe alſo he is the Mi- 
« niſter | 
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niſter of Ged, !=ue W4;@, an avenger,or cxecutioner for punifh» 
ment, and there is no eyoiding it ; but tbis muſt be extended inde» 
hnitely, or univerially, w «3 «ir pci, to any malctaRtor puniſh» 
able by that power, or that comes under this cognizance ; and ls 
by this Logick, be that is hanged may not be damned, what ever his 
crime began execution on carth (hal be as good us a Purgatory to cx- 
cuſe him frem any other puniſhment. But then 1ccoudty, tappole 
a Rebell eſcape the hand of. juſtice here below, by flight, &c. nay 
that he proſper in his rebellion , and get the better ot it, that the 
King be not able to puniſh him ; nay , yet farther, that he proceed 
bigher, Depoſe the King, and get into his place , What *@/#* is be 
like to receive, it that ſignike onely the Kings wrath or tempo- 
rall puniſhment ? Sure this proſperouſnefſe of the crime muſt make 
it ceaſe tobe a crime, make it commence vertue, as the Turkes on 
their priaciples are wont to reſolve it, faith Busbequims, Ep.g.---Ex 
opinient que T wrcis inſedit at res quocungue confilis inflitutas , b 
bene cadunt , ad DB enm Anthorem referant, oe, Or elſe give it, 
( theugh it be a ſinne never ſogreat , and. unrepented of ) perfect 
impuruty both in this world, and inanother ; And certainly this 1s 
no jelt;for ke that obſerves the behaviours of many men, (the no 
manner of regrets or relu&ancies in their courſe of forciblerciilt» 
ance, (ſave only when they conceive it goes not on ſo proſperouſly 
as it was wont ) and the great weekly induſiry that is ulcd to per» 
{wade all men of the [continued proſperity of the ide, as veing 
conceived farre more uſefull and jn{trumentall to their ends, then 
the demonſtration of the juſtice of it, mens conſciences being 
reſolved more by the Diurnall, then the Bible, by the Intelligencer 
then the Divine, unlefſe he turne Intelligencer alſo , I weuld wee 
had not ſo many of thoſe Pluraliſts. ) Will have rea{entoreiolve 
that this Divinity 1s the principle by which they move ; which 
if it be not yet brought to abſurdities enough, then looke a htrle 
forward tothe concluſion, deduced and infar'd, vaſe 5. Where» 
fore ye mult be ſabjeR, not onely for wrath, but alſo tor conlci- 
ence ſake. Words by Prophetick Spirit added by the Apoſilc , as 
it were on purpoſe to contradict in terments, that new interpreta» 
tion. Wrath ſignifies that temporall puniſhment, ver. 4. which it ic 
were the all that is meant by =ews, then how can it bee true tha! 
wee mult be tu>je notonely for wrath ? Certainly he that relits 
is not lubject { onviws, js all one with <mnionom, and both directly 
TY contrary 
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contrary to/nnanaw, the worduſcd both inthe third & fifth verſe) 
and therefore if we muſt be ſubje not onely for wrath,as that ſig- 
nifiestemporall puniſhment, then he that reſiſts, ſhall receive more 
then wrath, as that ſignifies temporall puniſhment, viz, z;{ua, in our 
rendring, condemnation, if he doenot prevent it timouſly by repen. 
tance - which ſure is the importance of the «vs g 19, engbut alls 
for conſcience ſake ; that if he doe it not, it will bee finne to him, 
wound his conſcience,bind him over to that puniſhment which be- 
longs to an accuſing conſcience, (which ſureis more thena tems 
porall Mul& ) which is farther cleare from the firft verſe of that 
chapter,the command of ſubjeRion, For ſure every Divine or Apo- 
ſtolical comand entred into the Canon of Scripture,deth bind con- 
ſcience, and the breach of it knowne and deliberate,is no leſle then 
a damning ſin, even under the Goſpel, mortiferous and deſtruive 
without repentance, which is juſt equivoleat to the zg/pz 244ey, he 
ſhall receive damnation in our way of interpreting it. So much 
for that firſt place. 

The ſecond is, 1 Cor-11.29, He that eateth and drinkethunwor- 
thily,cateth and drinketh damnation,(oras our margent,judgment) 
to himlelfe,8c. This place I tinde avouched for the confirming of 
the former interpretation, Rom.1 z. That ive ſignifies onely Tem- 
porall puniſhment, and thus it is knowne the Socinians commonly 
mterpret this place, per xgvz #01 ſempiternanm damnationenm nomina- 
rim, ſed ſupplicium in genere intell:gendumeſſe.Volkelius /.9.de ver. 
rel.l, 4.c. 22. That which is uſed to perſwadethis to be probable is 
that which followes verſe 30. forthis cauſe many are weak and 
fickly ainong you, and many {]cep, which belonging onely to Teme 
porall puniſhments , is conceived to bee a pariphraſis of the «uu 
Judgement , which ſhould ſeem conſequently. to be' ſo alſo ; and 
mdeed Yolkelixs hath added other prootes, 1. Becauſe the Apoſtle 
ſpeaks of any one ſingle a& of this ſinne of unworthy receiving 
( not of any habit or cultome ) which hee conceives not- atually 
damning now under the ſecond covenant. 2, Becauſe it is verſe 32. 
and when we are judged, we-are chaſtened of the Lord that wee 
Mould not be condemned,&c.. To theſe three ( and I know not 
that there are produced any more ) probabilities, Iconceive cleare 
ſatifq gion may be given by thole who affirme 4% to containe 
in it eternall puniſhment ; Though if it were onely temporall pu- 
niihment, yet being ſicknefle, &c, which are not inflited by the 
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Magiſtrate, but by the hand of God, it will not come home to that 
which was by Maſter 3r. affirmed of the word, in Rom, 1 3. For 
this mult be premiſed, that we doe not conceive it to fignifie eter» 
nall puniſhments, exc/#five, or ſo as toexclude temporall, but eter- 
nall and ſometimes Temporal too (for fo ſure hethat for bis Rebel- 
lion receives damnation , hereafter, is not fecurej from bein? 
hang'd, drawne, and quartered here ) or elſe cternall if he repent 
not, and perhaps Temporall tkough he do2. By 4ivs, as I faid, I un- 
deritand with Heſychine, &me%on ex, Gods vengeance whether 
here, or in another world, but I {ay inthis place both of them, (and 
ſo ordinarily in the former alſo.) This being premiſed , the word 
wjiu« Way (till containe 1n1t eternall puniſhments, verſe 2g. though 
many for this cauſe of unworthy receiving did fall ſicke and dye, 
verie :0,-for 1. they might both dye and be damned too, or it as 
Polkel:us faith , the word ww, obdorm:ſcunt, fleep, be never u- 
{ed in the new Teſtament,of thole rhat are deltinyed to cternall de- 
ſtru&ion, then {till may this be very reconcilable with our inter- 
pretation that many for this cauſe are weak and ſickly, and many 
others fleep, God chaſtiſing ſome by diſeaſes to reforime them, and 
puniſhing others, who 2s Yelkel:is acknowledges , wete guilty 
onely of {ome ſingle att of theſin oncly, with death tempora!l or 
ſhortning their dayes : which certainely hinders not but that God 
might puniſh others that did cuſtomarily commit this finne ( ard 
perhaps with greater aggravatioas ) with no lete then eternall 
death, however that it were juſt for him to doe fo, what ever hee 
did, it is plaine by verſe 27. which is parallel to the 2g. whoſoe- 
ver ſhall eate and drinke unworthily, ſhall de guilty of the body and 
bloud of the Lord, thatis in Yolkelins his own words, lpſum Chriſti 
corpus a” ſanguinem comemnere & ignomina afficere, ac quantum 
in ipſis eſt profanare proculcareque cenſendi ſunt, ſhall bee thought 
to contemne and diſgrace, and as much as1n them lies to protane, 
and tread under feet the body and bloud of Chriſt, which what is it 
but to count the bloud of the Covenant an unholy thing, Heb.1o., 
29? Which yet there js uſed as a maine aggravation of that ſinne, 
for which, ſaith the Apoltle there rewaines no more ſacritice, verſe 
26, It is apparent that the phraſe 01 owpers;, Builty of the body, 
&c. is parallel tothe Latine, Rews Majeſtatis,uted for a Traytor, 
and ſure ſignifiesno lefſe then a guilt of a great injury to Chrilt, 
which how any man canaftirme to bee a finne to which no 
damna» 
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damnation belengs ( ſuppoſing no antidote of invincible ignorance 
or weaknefle, nor recovery by repentance, nor {gracious pardon ef 
God in not imputing ſome tingle a of it) 1 proteſſe my ſelfe not 
to diſcerne, though I thioke I have weighed 1mpartially all that is 
laid of it. This ture will keep the firſt proof from being any longer 
probable, and for the fecond, (or firſt of Yo/kel/ime ) it 18 already in 
efteRt an{wered too, tor though he that is guilty onely of ſome one 
aR of this tin found mercy,yet ſure they that are guilty of the cuſto- 
mary (in, may ſpeed worſe,and indeed ofall indefinitely the Apoſtle 
{peakes according to the (in, as when hee faith the drunkard and 
adulterer ſhall not inherit the _——s of God. Where yet per- 
haps he that is guilty only of one ſuch a&t may finde mercy. For the 
laſt proof , I conceive it ſo farre from being a probable one againſt 
me, that I ſhall reſolve it a convincing one on my fide , for if thoſe 
that were ſick,&c. were chaſtned of the Lord, that they ſhould not 
be condemned, then ſure if they had not been ſo chaſtned, nor re- 
formed by that chaſtening, they ſhoula have been condemned with 
the worlds, and ſo their temporall judgements may be a meancs 
through the mercy of God in Chrilt tofree them from their eter» 
nall, but not an argument that cternall was not due to them , but a 
perte& initimation that it was. | | 

The third place ( which is not indeed of much importance init 
ſelfe, but encly is uſcd to give countenance to the interpretation in 
the two former places)is 1Pet-4.17, the time is come that judge= 
ment mult begin at the houſe of God.

Thus mack was not amiſfe to produce in behalfe of this conje- 
Aure, that what Petey did in'defence of Chriſt, he did as a Zealot; 
and yet to ſee Chriſt is ſo farre from approvingit, that-it incurres 
the fame reprehenſien , which. /ames and /ohx before had met 
with ; nay ſomewhat a feverer, that all might diſcerne-how di- 
ſtant the ſpirit of Zelots was , from that 'other of Dilciples , the 
Judaicall tervour from the meeknefle of the Goſpell. Though 
the Apoſtles themſelves had not yet perfectly iearnt this truth at 
Chriſts death , noruntill the Holy Ghoſt came to teach them all 
things, and to bring to their remembrance whatſoever he had in 
perſon being preſent fatd untothem. -

Saint Luke ziawr tonefte, Siren the Zealot ; but by the other 
Evangeliſis Saint Afatrhew and Saint Marks, xwain;, of ( as 
Sehindler and other learned men are bold to mend it ) xonins, 
which werender the Cananite ; but 'tis apparent the word is to 
be fetcht from the Hebrew wp Cama, wich fignifies Zealot, not 
from the nam: of the place : and ſo isall one with the Greek zaur;, 
as perfcRly the lame as Niaec and Cephar, aipzac and Tabrtha, and 
many the like.

Now what tumults and riots have beene wrought by the rude 
multitude among the Jewes ( or thoſe at leaſt who had-no 
lawfull power in their hand |) ander the pretence of the privi- 
ledge of Zcalots, nb man-can be ignorant , who is not wholly 
unacquainted with foſephws ſtory.

Cornelius Bertramus, in the end of 'his Book De polir. Jud. A 
Set, 1aith he , Fwdeis ipſis ommbus perniciofiſſima, ut que Ju- 
deorum omniun excidium totinſq; reip. Judaice proſtrationem 
non modo accelerarit, ſed & cam tam miſeram & calamitoſam ef- 
feeerit : ASeR molt (adly pernicious to the Jewes themſelves : 
the deſtrution of all whom, andthe ration of their whole 
Common- wealth , it-did not onely halten and przcipitate; but 
made it ſo miſerable and calamitous when it came. *And to the 
ſame purpoſe, ſaith Grotize "Annor. in AR, 9. 57. Iſftirum 'ho- 
minum quos tm Joſephus vecat , creſcens in dies awudacia, tan- 
dew & iram excitavit Reomanorum , '& lyb; temploq; exitinn 
attulit. The boldneſſe of thoſe Zelors darly increaſing , at lewgth 
ftrrr'd up the anger of the Romans, and brought deFtruttion. both on 
the City and the Temple. 

Having proceeded thus farre'by way of: narration,it may chance 
to bee worth the paines to preſent untothe Reader a conjecture

in , already come ; , which is diregly agreeavle to the ob- 
ſervation of Joſephw, and others cpgverlant in the. Jewuh, who 
affirme that that raving and rioting of (ard fad civill cumbultion 
vrenget by ) the Zealots, was antecedent & precurſory to the fi- 
nall deſtru&ion of the Jewes by Tits. .2 Tis athrmed of this 
Tamer: that it WAS, ire i 5421, 4. 6, aiNONg you , in your Land, in 
the midſt of you, ( as that pak frequently ſignifies in the 
new Teſt. ) by Which.is marked out ſome remarkayle thing, which 


was fallen out among the Jewes , as that time when Peer wrote,

to which time that the raving of the Zealots endured, is apparent 
by mention of them, As 21.20. Aits 22.3. and that by their ſtjrres 
theſe Chriſtian Jewes of the tenet or the diſperſion to whom he 
writes, had been firſt ſcattered abroad, may be conjeRured by AZ. 
8. 1. This a Dug fora conjeure, which whether it ſtand or 
fall, will not de much concernment to the buſinefle which occa-

Toconclude this hiſtoricall uneven diſcourfe, I ſhall onely annex 
theſe few animadverfions by way of corollary, 
r. That this law, or power, or cultome, orliberty of Zealots, 
was never of torce but among an? moe 
2. That the originall and groundof it among them is to be fetche 
from hence : that among that people , God immediately preſided, 
and reſerved many things to be manag'd, and ruled by his peculiar 
and extraordinary incitation and impulſion, not by any rule of ſtan- 
ding publick law ; that ſo the Common-wealth might be truely ca» 
pu e of that title which Joſephus beſtowed on it , none of the

© 3+, That it followesnot from hence, that all things which were 
by the Jewesthemſelves done under pretence of this right, and 
paſſed unpuniſhed, were therefore well done ; but onely thoſe 
which were undertaken by men truely incited by God, ( ſuch as 
Phieez, and Elias) for that priviledge is not therefore Ril'd ze/s 
privaci , of private zcale , becauſe private men by their owne in» 
Citation '( 3/49 im, as that is oppoſed ro Gods ) did what the 
did ; but becauſe they did it without Jegall proceſle , or public 
judicature. And though I ſhould be ſo ſcepticall, as not to dare 
peremptorily to attirme , that nothing was well done or juſtifi- 
able in that kinde , but what they did who were truely and 
immediately incited to it by God : yet ſhould Inot be ſo cowardly 
as to doubt, but that all thole Jews were ſo bound to obſervethole 
examples of Phincez and Elras, that if they were not immediate- 
ly incited by God , yet they ſhould not dare to exceed the limits 
of thoſe patternes commended by God , cither in reſpe& of the 
manaer of doing , or matter of che aRion. In one of. which you 
ſhall finde all the examples mentioned in the New Teſtament, .cx- 
cepethar of Chril, to have mſcarried. And cheretoce 1 bope no 
man 
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man will bee ſo unjuſt to the charitable deſigne of this Paper, fo 
treacheroas to his Readers , ſo unkinde to his owne Soule ; as to 
barrow from theſe premiſes new hints of arguments to {uſteine 
a deſperate cauſe by his pretence of zeale ; for that would be to 
extraXRoſeacre out of Treacle , poyſon for that which was de- 
fizned fot 'antidote. And hee mult withall reſolve , that if the 
practice of Chrilt firſt meationed, be his pfeſident , he muſt allo 
preſcribe to Chriſts power ; or if any of the other New Tefta- 
ment examples , he muſt be content to fall under their condemna-« 
tion, for not-one of them I ever yet heard of, was excuſed 
by any. | |

Any places of the New Teſtament there are that require

Lawes of Nature, or Canons of any other Religion, and to « 
peculiar Chriſtian duty) the chicfe places are theſe, Aſatth. 16. 
24. If any man will come after me, let him deny himſelfe and 
take up his Croſſe,&c. and in the ſame words in the paraliel places 
Mark, $.34. and Luke 9 23. So againe, to him who deſired to be 
put in a courſe by Chriſt toinherit eternall life, ALark, 10, 21, in 
the cloſc,Come, take up the Crofle,and follow me. In all theſe pla- 
ces *tis a duty of plaine command ; yet ſomewhat farther, Marth. 
10. 38. He that taketh not his Croſle and followeth not after mee, 
is not worthy of me ; and in Luke 14. 27. the words are moſt 
Auall,- and of unlimitted extent, from whence "twill bee 
hard for any man to obtain any diſpenſation,or excuſe,” #&-cu'F -. 
whoſoever doth not beare his Croſſe and come after me,cannot be 
my Diſciple. No man will be exempted from the 39:5—and no

it ſeems had not perfectly learned the Dotrine '6f Chriſtian pati- 
cence, and the peace which Chiriſt commended to his Diſciples, 
but proceeded according to the Jewiſh law of dealing with cne- 
mies. This concludes Peters at contrary to Chriſtian patience and 
peaceableneſſe,and ſo makes him capable of Chriſts reproof,whiet 
Mr. Marſhat! will wholly divert from-bitm.and caſt upon the Jews; 
Then hegoes on, Mox Jeſu ad enm Converts gladinns in loduns ſw 
ww : Eſt ergo gladii locus altquis, ex quo non lieet accipere euns,qui 
non v#lt per:;re maxime in gladio. (This clearelyot Saint Peter as 
gaine, and not the Jewes, that he malt not take the {word out of 
its place, unlefſe he will be content to perith by the fword :- )* Pa- 
cificor enim vault eſſe Jefut diſtit ulos ſuorgut bellicum pladinms hunc 
deponemer, ( O that Maſter Marſhall would remember this ; and 
after fo fairan admonition,put the miljeary ſward out of his mouth 
alſo.) alrernwm pon: sficium accipinnt gladinm, quem diert Seyiptura 
gladium Spiritus, ime antem mihi videtur quod diilt ,, "Ommes 
qui accipiunt, fc, i.e. omnes qu! nonpacifice , ſed bell: torcitatores 
ſunt, in eo bello peribunt quod concitant Fo." Er puts quod omnes tw- 
wultuoſs &f concitatores bellorum, & conturbantes animas hominum | 
maxim Ecclefiarnm,accipiunt gladinm, in quo & ipſs peribunt.

Thele arethe words of Origen ; out of which ; hee 
that ſhall inferre that Or/ger conceived the meaning of the Scrip- 
ture tobe, that Chriſt did. not rebuke Peter for uling defenſive 
Armes againſt Malchme.; I (hall reſolve he hath gotten the Philoſo- 
phersſtone, is Alchymiſt enough to.extraRt fire out of water z any 
the moſt contrary ſenſe out of any words.Not ſo much as one word 
here of the Jewes or the Romanſword that ſhould give them their 


* payment; but all of Perers.Sword ,, and.the miſcarriages of that ;

Then for Theophylalt ; he is alſo punRuall enough to this purpoſe.

Let ws not finde fault with Peter ( make not too much haſte Maſter 
Aharſhall to catch that, till you ſee the conſequents ) for he did this 
not for himſelfe, but in zeale for his Maſter. ( herein I ſhall inter- 
poſe my conjecture that Theophylatt might think Petey did this, as 
a Zealot; as Zames and John would have deſtroyed the Village of 
the Samaritanes,jure Zeletarums : ſo his words allo found on Luke, 
PAge 518, Zrxfn pats v;. pazafers drove + and: then though that 
wereunlawtull for a Chriſtian, a piece of Judaiſme out-dated by 
Chriſt; yet in Peter, as a Jew, not perfeRly illuminate or 
inſtrudted in the Chriſtian Doctrine. ( as Origen before obſerv'd } 
it was not ſo- blameable yet, till after the; comming of the Ho- 
ly. Ghoſt , who. was to bring all things to-their remembrance 
which Chriſt had taught them. And. therefore perhaps it 1s, that, 
although Saint eA#gx/tine calls this of Peter, carnalem amorens ; 
yet «amgrens Mag:ſtri ftill, The ſame Author upon Saint Marke 
bath theſe words upon.this ſame occaſion, Ameinr3 nine 5 Mepurs, is 
14 tv trans Dri oxadey cars FliSy , ov; Candies = vai Note. counting this zeal, 
aSin a Jew,, rather a.commendable thing. If all this bee yeclded, 
yet will it be no juſtification of. the like. in. a. Chriſtian : becauſe 
now Chriſt bath reformed that Lay, and checkt that Peter, And 
therefore,the ſame Theophylatt goes on.; that though wee ſhould 
not aggravate Perers fault, nor chide bim.for it 3.59 Ku wraputud. 

The bait 
Jet (hrift reformes him, twrnes hins to the Goſpell-diſcipline , and 
reaches him. not to wſe the ſword, though by ſo doing hee ſeeme 
79 defend or vindicate, God bimsſelfe; Could any man have. ſpoken 
more expreſſely or prophetically againſt Mr. A£.:7al his doctrine, 
ehen this father doth, ( So likewileinother places upon Fe Lake

Jewes ) But to ſhew you the occafion of Maſter 4ſ2rſhall 
his miſtake ; It followes indeed in T heophylatt on Matthew, 
Ariuety in Ot f Puyginy jraaipag ivapit fey bs aft” avis nabinlus TH {20 ip47 
I"-165110 [nfinuat auters, as Occolampading rencers it. Chriſt infinu» 
ates that by the Romans ſword, the ]ew-:s that took the {word a» 
gainſt him, ſhall be deſtroyed. This acknowledged truth, (that the 
Romans ſhould deſtroy the Jewes,the apprehenders and crucifiers 
of Chrilt, 5. e. that were guilty of crucifying him,) was, 1aith be, 
infinuated in thoſe words of Chriſt, wherein, as before we ſhew- 
ed out of Theophylatts words, he reproved Saint Pecer. Now wee 
know that 4ni9«2, or infinuating, or intimating, lignities a ſecundary 
or allegoricall ſence of a Scripture, as it 1s frequent in that Author, 
Speaking of the cutting off AZalchvs his care,«w 3737, {aith he,he 
— im wapizeu Town yams, that the Jewes did not heare and 
ey the Scripture, as they ſhould : a meere allegoricall interpreta-' 
tion. So when Chriſt bids him that had no ſword, . ſell his garment 
and buy one, Luke 22. 36, ww imiduxc, hee ſpeaks znigmati- 
cally : and tells them by way of infinuation, what-warres and dan- 
gers ſhould betide them. Which inſinuated or znigmaticall ſenle, 
though it be acknowledged true, will not evacuate that other lite= 
rall. For I hope in Mr, Aarſpall his own judgement, that *cis law» 
fall to uſe a ſword in ones owne defence in time of warre and dan= 
ger, and that that lawfulneſſe is authorized by Chriſt in thoſe 
words : which I ſhall not doubt to acknowledge with him, if it.be 
not.againlt the lawtfull Magiſtrate. . 

The produ@ then of T heophylatts interpretation will be this; 
that by thoſe words, ( for all they that take the ſword, ſhall periſhby 
the ſword) Chriſt reprebends and chides Peter for drawing his 
{word, and uſing it, as he did : and withall inſinuates znigmatical- 
ly the deſtrugion-of the Jewes by the Romans. Which it itbe ac- 
knowledged true in both tenſes,'twillno way prejudice ug;or ferve 
Maſter Marſhall, whoſe cauſe depends upon rejeRing of the for- 
mcr ſenſe, not on aſlerting the _ : and doth n ot onely affirme 
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that it is a reproofe of the {word taken for unjuſt oppreflion , but 
alſo rhat it is not a reproofe of the {word taken for jalt defence : 
which is abſolutely falſe in T heophylatts opinien, it defending' of 
Chriſt be juſt detence, or chiding by reproving : or ifteaching not 
to ufe the ſword, though one ſeeme to defend God himlelfe,bere- 
'buking Perey tor uling deftenfive Armes for Chriſt, The ſhore is, 
though Theoph. interpretation bring the Jewes under Chriſts 
threatning and reprehenkion ; yet doth it no way free Petey from 
the {ame ; but primarily ſubzeRts him to it : the contrary to which 
is the cnely thing would be tor Maſter A{aryſhall bis purpoſe. Tis 
true indeed, in his Sche/:4 on Saint John, be faith, Chrift comforted 
Peter,which teems oppolite to rebxkrmg : but that was not in thoſe 
words, Foy they that take the ſword, &c, but in tholeyhe exp , &c, 
evopayo Gm of); & md innbr 8 mtg, re.) Which Saint Jobn jimmediate- 
ly addes, omitting the words of the threatning out of the Law. 
And ſo muchtor T7 ksopbylact alio, 

Now that which bath been thus largely ſet down out of Theoph. 
will ſufficiently cleare this whole bulines without proceeding to 
examine what may be found in Ti #s Boſtrenſis, or Exthymins, to 
this purpoſe. The former of theſe, in his Expoſition of Saint Luke 
in the 8rcl10theca patrum Grec: bath not the lealt word ſounding 
that way, but rather contrary ; interpretivg Chriſts command of 
buying a ſword as a deſignation onely of the Jewes preparation 
gainſt bim, Ki in wives avrr evi pperis, and that they were about to 
app:ehen4 him : which ( as Theephyl.,d did, fo ) hee calls 
dinſus w 32:6, the intimation of the 1word, and faith,that therefore 
Chriſt adds, that the things written of him mult be fultilled. And 
againe, that if Chiiſt would have had his Diſciples uſe any humane 
helpe at his apprehenfion, a bundred ſwords would not have been 
ſuthcient, & 43a wn, 44" $5: mend, and if be would not, even theſe 
two wou!d be too many, But all this hee faith upoathe paſſage of 
the two {words. The truth is inthe expoſition of the Goſpel, he 
faith nothing of this reprebention of Peter, but paſles it over in ſi- 
lence : And for his notes on St. Matthew, as allo for Exihymims 
bis, though Iconteſſe, that I have them not by me, yet (beſides that 
I tinde nothing that way inthoſe Excerpra that Lucas Burgenſis 

hath out of them,-who would not probably have omitted the men- 
tion of ſach a ratity if it were there, ) I think I may take upon me 
at at a Venture to ſay , that he that examines thole bookes,ſhall nat

three Expolſiters running generally on the tame notions, and all of 
them for the moſt part gleaning from Chryſo fore ( Euthymins be- 
ing his Scholler, 7 its bis protelt Epitomater) who I am ure hath 
nothing in favour of this Expoſition, Out of him, as the Homer 
of thole aftcr-Expoſiters, I ſhall eranicribe theſe tew paſlages, 
»&; AZ» 1n his Homill, 54. on Aaih.c.26, Why did hee bid 
buy a {word? to give them affurancethat he thould vee betrayed :; 
vx bairalewr), (com's ) an Thr aojenordwer; not that they ſhould be ar= 
med on that occaſion(away withthat) but tolignitic his betrayiogs 
Then that their having thole two weapons at that time was Upou 
occaſion of killing the Lamb for the Pailcover , and the Diſciples 
then comming from Supper, and heating that ſome would come 
to apprehend him, tooke them out from thence with them, 
cr auhe) we vp 7 4idumae, MEAniINg to fight for their Maſter, i »ic 
Ixeirer 116 pun 3r acrer, Which was their opinion onely, not Chrilis inten- 
tion ; MfAmnggnay ny enrfagonmuer, wherefore Peter is-Chid for u- 
fing of it : 9 += 0y948e «rei, and that witha found threat; which 
what can it be, but that about which we now contend they that 
take the ſword, 3c. upon the hearing of which words taith hee, he 
ſtraight obeyed and did ſo no more. Againe, citing the paſlage iu 
St.Lzhe , ws mabili Farnigaen & ineiinow ia Tio he chid and threat» 
ned the Diſciples into obedience ; and then ſets downe the words 
of the threat, xwne 3 &c. for all that take. &c. And yet after all 
theſe plaine words of reprehending and tkreatning Petey in thoſe 
wen (all they that take the ſword, ſhall periſhby it) tec yet addes 
that he comfoyred his Diſciples by two things, hult che puniſhment 
of the betrayers, applying to that the ſame {pcech in a Parenthelis 
(They that take,8&c. ) and that he ſuffer'd not unwillingly. All wich 
together ſignifie clearcly the ſame that we found in 7 Leophylatt 
(and preſume the utmoſt either of T ir» or Euthymins their exp0- 
ſition) that in that threatning of Pezey iS intimared allo or inſinua- 
ted znigmatically a threa: of thoſe other {word-men that came 
out with ſwords and [taves to take Jeſus ; which will not be de- 
nyed by any, or diſputed of by me; to the other bee granted, viz. 
that Peter was here reprehended and threatned, which 15the only 
thing we quarrell in Mr. AZ. And fo much for the ſecond underta-

;- Now, that inthe third place, Grotims bimfc)fe who cites m_ 
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toure ancients,and is here cited by M. 2. de jure'belli-l.1.c. 3.n.3: 
doth not in this place, or any other of his writings, aſſert this in- 
terpretation ; I ſhall thus prove. T he thing that in that place hee 
hathin hand is to inquire, Whether all uſe of the ſword-for a mans 
owne defence, be unlawtuil under the Goſpell? And he reſolves, 
that in caſe of one private mans deing invaded by another,'tis law- 
full by the Law of Chriit { not neceſſary, but lawtull ; a man is only 
not obliged to the contrary ) or notwithitanding the preſcribed 
rules of Chriſtian patience, to kill another in detence of my-owne 
life. Againſt this, 3 obje&ions he mentions ont of thenew Teſta- 
ment. Aatth.5.39. Rem.12. 19. and the ſaying of Chriſt to Perey, 
prt wp thy ſword, c. For all they that take the ſword, Fe. To thele 
3 he anſwers, 

I. By oppoſing ſome other places of Scripture, that of Chriſt 
to his followers, Lak, 22. 46, that to buy a tword they ſhould (ell 
a coat. In which company of his auditors there were, faith he, at 
that time none but his Diſciples, and although,faith he, it be a pro-+ 
verbial ſpeech, ſignifying the great dangers approaching ; yet it re- 
ferr'd to the ordinary nie of {words at that time, for private mens 
defence intime of danger. not there prohibited by him : applying 
that of Cicers, Gladios habere cerie non ltceret, fi uti illis nullo patte 
liceret : We might nor be allowed to have ſwords, if 'twere in no 
caſe lawhtull to ute them. Which {till confirmes his point in band, 
that in ſome calc, the uſe of the private ſword is Jawkull 

2. He proceeds tothe particular places, faith in the wi «mou ry 
wp, there is ſome exception allowed , that it binds only in tole- 
rable injuries ; ſuch as the box on the check,&c.there mentioned; 
in the v»iudiTomc ixvry?s, date (ignitics not defence , but revenge. 
Then for that of Peter, it containes,(aith hee,a prohibition of uſing 
the ſword, but not incaſe of defence: for hee needed not defend 
himſclfe ; for Chriſt had ſaid, let theſe goe : Zoh. 18.8.Nor Chriſt, 
tor he would not be defended,&c. Belides, faith he , Petey tooke 
up the ſword( in eos qui nomne publicarum poteſtatum advent abant, 
quib us an mlla caſu reſiſtere liceat, peculiaris eft queſtio, infra a no- 
bu pecultariter tratt anda.) againlt thoſe that came in the name of 
the publick powers, againit whoin, whether it be lawfull to make 
reſiltancein any cafe, is 2 peculiar quelizon,to be handled afterward 

peculiarly. ( And,let me pawne uny faith for it, Stated negatively.) 
As for that which Chaltadgdes 3 O11 they that take the {word;&c. 
| | that. 
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that is, either a Proverb or, ( which is the opinionof Origen, Thee- 
pbylatt, Titus, and Exthymine,) indicat, it ſhewes or intimates,that 
we ſhould not ſnatch revenge out of Gods hands; and to this ap= 
plyes the place inthe Revel. a place in T eral. ades idonews patien= 
tie ſequeſter Dems,&c. and adds Simmnique bis Chriſti verbis vatie 
cinium videtur inefſe de pants, q845 4 ſanguinariis Judeis erat ex» 
aiturns pladius Romanxs.And allo in the words there ſeemstobe 
included a Prophecie of the puniſhment that the Roman ſword 
ſhould exa& of the bloudy Jewes. From all which put together 
this will be the utmoſt that M. 4. can conclude, that Grotizs con- 
ceived,that the 1peech of Chriſt to Petey prohibitcd-ngt all uſe of 
the tword, for private defence (no man faith it did ; or that all ſuck 
defence is unlawfull,our cale is onely of retilting Magiltrates) that 
Origen,T heophylatt, &c. owned an expoſition of it , that thereby 
an, ar be taught, not to take Gods office of revenging out of 
his hand, (which we alſo make a ſpeciall part of the importance of 
that ſpeech, both there, and in the Reve/. and ſoa plaine check of 
Peter, who did take it ) and that withall in theſe words a Prophe- 
cie ſeems to be implyed of the revenge of Chriſts death, wrought 
by Tits upon the ann (And we can acknowledge the Scrip- 
ture, ſo rich a mine of variety, that it may have this prophetick 
ſenſe alſo : though by the way, Grots#s cites not this out of thoſe 
tour writers,(nor could he,for in Origen we find it not) but as from 
himſelte,ſmnlq; vaticinium videtur ineſſe, ec, But for the literall 
{caſe that Perer ſhould not be rebuked by Chriſt, for uſing defenſive 
armes againſt the Magiſtrate, ( when with the uſe of thoſethe lea» 
ving vengeance to God is utterly unreconcileable ) and Chriftians 
conceive themſelves bound not to uſe thoſc armes againlt the Ma» 
giſtrate for this very cauſe, becauſe he is «1wr&wme puniſhable, re= 
vengeable by God alone : ) and yet be rebuked for fnatching Sods 
work out of his hand; Or that theſe wards ſhould not belong inthe 
prime ſenſe to PecersfaQas well as ina ſecundary propheticall ſee- 
ming oneto the Jewes, there is not any appearances of ſound of 
any word in Grotrxs there, or jn any other place in that Book, or 
his large annotations on the Goſpels : which if Mr. Marſhall had 
read with his owne eyes,he would confeffe with nie. And fo much 
for his citation of Grotins, 
 Nowia the laſt place, for the opinion. of this learned man Gro- 
tins, ( an excellent Caſuiſt, exaAly diſtinguiſhing the ſeverall obli- 
L gAt« 
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Cations of Nature,of Meoſes,and of Chriſt,a Proteſtant,and,if an Ar: 
thinian, far from deferving that ot of the cenſure which M. Chey- 
»e/layes onſuch , of being as lawleſle as that faRion at Munſter, 
whoſe Law it was Magiſtratibus ac Principtbus nullus ſubjiciatuar ) 
in the buſinelle of =—y up Armes againſt a King for juſt defence, 
T ſhall refer you to his firſt Book, de jure bc li, & cap. 4. ( Not that 
I can hope you will be moved with his authority when he appears 
againſt you , that is not the manner of nien now a dayes to bee 
content to be tried by your owne witneſſes : but for the ſatisfation 
to conſcience which this Authors reaſons, and perſpicuity will 
yeeld any Chriſtian Reader ) the very place whereto he referr'd rhe 
reader even now for his reſolution in that point ; and the ſtate of 
this queſtion being ſet ( 4» aut privatts aut publicis perſonts belluns 
gerere liceat in eos quorum imperio ſubſunt ) whether any private 
or publick perſons may lawfully wage warre againlt them , under 
whole command they are, he defines, that by the very Law of Na- 
ture (ſo much now talkt of) *tis not lawfull. 2. That by the Law 
of the Jewes it wasnot allowed. 3. That it was lefle allowed, but 
become more unlawfull by the Evangelicall Law, Rom.13.1.8 
1 Pet. 2. 13. &c. And practice of ancieat Chriſtians, 4, Confutes 
the opinion of thoſe that affirme it lawfull for inferiour Magiſtrates 
to wage war againſt the ſupream,by reaſons and Scriptures. g.Pro- 
poſes the caſe of extreame and inevitable neceſſity, when the King 
goes to take away a mans le unjultly : and (whatſoever might 
omnature or praRice of the ] ewes, as of David,or of the Mac- 
chabees be brought to allert reſiſtance in this caſe) be defines from 
the Chriſtian Law, (which commands ſo oft to take np the Crofle) 
an exaQter degree of patience , and particularly when for Religi- 
en.our Superioursgoe about to kill us , though he will allow flight 
to ſome ſort of men, yetto no man more than flight ; but rather re- 


* joycing when wee ſuffer as Chriſtians ; This, faith he, was the 
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courſe that broughtChriſtian religion to ſuch a-height in the world: 
and reſolves it the greateſt injury that can bee done to the ancient 
Chriſtians, to ſay , that it was want of ſtrength, not of inclinati- 
ons that way, that they defended not themſelves in time of moſt 
certaine danger of death. 7ertx/liay, ſaith he,had been imprudent 
and impudent, if ina writing preſented to the Emperours ( who 
could not be jgnorant ef the truth be had dared to lye ſo confident- 
ly, when ke faith Nor deeſſet nobss vis mumerorum,@ ce. moſt _ 
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rable paſſages out of ancient writers he there cites for a leafe toge- 
ther to the ſame purpoſe of dying for the truth of Religion ; and 
never defending themſelves by Armes againſt the illegall will of 
the lawfull Magiſtrates. ( I beſeech Mr. Marſhalto end to the 
ſhop and read the paſſages,and conſider how farre he hathdeparted 
from the primitiveneſle, and Chriſtianity of thoſe examples. ) And 
to conclude, Though Grotizs ( according to his manner, which is 
to ſay all that can bee wiſht in any Subjet ) mentions ſome caſes | 
wherein a King may be refilted , yet if you read them you will tind 
little joy in any of them : As incale a King (hall abdicate his King- 
dome, and manifeſtly relinquiſh his power, then he turnes private 
_—_ ſo may be dealt with as any other ſuch. And tome other 
the like. 

Well, I have ſaid enoughof Grotixs in the bufineſſe, and ſhould 
adde no more ; but I remember I promiſed to ſhew that 9a eccali- 
on of theſe words of Chriſt to Saunt Peter, he bath as much againft 
the expoſition pretended to be his and the whole doctrine of retiſt- 
ance, as the Kingsfriends could deſire ; and that is in his Annota- 
tions on the place, Aatth. 26. 52. Yrnefirms wazainer gre, Neque ver In Luke, p; | | 
ro ad Petrum tant um admonitio iſta pertinet ſed & ad Chriſtianss 454+ 
omnes qui a publics poteftatibus ad panam expetuntur ob pietatis 
profeſſionem. The adinonition belongs not to Pezeronely, but to all 
Chriſtians, whenthey are called by the Magiſtrate to ſuffer for the 
profeſtion of piety; and ſets the rule in that caſe, rpan**3; mis $vage 
x51, tO commit our ſoules to God , to expend our lives in his 
cauſe that gave us them ; alleaging to this purpoſe what this Peter 
had learned from this Maſter, 1 Pet. 4. 16.19. and anſwering the 
common trivplous objection fetcht from the Law of naturall de- 
fence or (elfe-preſervation , ſhewing the difference between the 
ule of that liberty againlt theeves, &c. ( againſt which the Lawes 
and Magiſtrates give us the liberty )-aad againſt the commands of 
che Supreame Magiſtrate z whomif in any caſe of injury, &c- pri» 
vate men may have permiſſion to reſiſt , or repell force with force, 
omnia erunt tumultuum plena ; nullalegum, nulla jud:ciorum autho- 
ritas : the perfe& image of our Kingdome at this time when the 
words are Engliſhed , as God knowes the ſenſe is : and then hee 
concludes with thejcaſe of Religion, whereia there is no place of 
reſiſting the higher powers, be their violence never {o unjutt. 

I have undoubtedly male good my foure undertakings in this 
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buſinefſe : and ſhall beſeech Mr. Xſarſhall hereafter to write more 
cautiouſly, leſt he provoke men to put him andthe world in minde 
of other unjultifiable patſages in his writings, totell kim of ( that 
which in meere charityto him I deſire he ſhould know men doe 
take notice of ) his dealingin a Sermon of his about Jofiah's re» 
formation preacht before the Houſe of Commons long fince : and 
of the applying of the carſe that fell on the Inhabitants of Meroz, 
J=#4.s. ( tor not helping their Soveraigne, namely Deborah,againſt 
a forraine Enemy, J4bin ) to thoſe that will not joyne-with him- 
ſelfe againſt his Soveraigne and his Cavaleiry, z. e. thoſe forces rai- 
fed by him. I wiſh heartily that Mr. Afar/ha/l having gotten fo 
much authority, as to be the Ang»/tine, the truly polemical Divine 
of our times, would be ſo charitable to his Diſciples , as to imitate 
him, in retra&ing ſo many of his miſadventures,as he cannot chuſe 
but know to be ſuch, and not to impoſe too intollerably on their 
credulity : or ſo tender of- his owne reputation,as toacknowledge 
thoſe himſclfe, which every man that hath eyes doth diſcerne in 
his bookes, and would, were it not for meere pity, and the duty of 
loving enemies, give a large account of, 

But I muſt remember,that Mr. Afarſhalt addes two appearances 
of anſwer more to that allegation from Chriſt to St. Petey : a word 
or two of thoſe. Secondly, faith he , ſuppoſing it was areproofe of 
Peters #/ing the ſword, then the plaine meaning is to condemne Pe. - 
ters raſhneſſe who drew his ſword and never ftaid to know bis Mas 
fters minde whether he ſhould ftrikg or not, and ſo reprover thoſe who 
ra\bly, unlawfully, or doubringly uſe the ſword. But I pray Sir, are 
thoſe the words of - Chriſt, T hey oxely that rake the ſword without 
king, or knowimg my wine, ſhall periſh&c, Or have weanyrea- 
fon to thinke that Chriſt would have then diſpenced with a known 


law if he had anſwered him, and not rather have referred him to be 


regulated by it, as you ſee he doth, for all that rake,&c: 

2, Toſcethe ualuckineſle of it againe; the text Lake 22. 49. 
ſaith expreficly thatthey did aske him, fajd unto him, Lord ſhall 
we [mite with the ſword ? ſothat the queſtion was askt before he 
{mote : and ſure if it had beene Chriits pu_ they thould ſmite, 
one {ſyllable would have expreft it and juſtified them ; and that 
might have intervened before his ſtriking : and that it did not in» 
tervene is no argument of the lawtfulneſke of that Rriking in' him, 
or the like in us : eſpecially when fo ſharp a reprehenſion immedi. 
ately collowes. . 1 e's $. 1 
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3+ I ſhall grant the meaning is to condemne Peters raſheſſe in 

doing 2 thing fo- unlawtull, without any commiſſion z eſpecially, 
whenit was.denyed by Chriſt upon — 3 but not that the mat» 
ter of the fa& was perfeRty jultihable if abltrated from that raſh- 
nefle ; or that now Chrilts judgement being declared by his an- 
{wer to him, it ſhould be more juſtifiable in us, who have his ex- 
ample for our document. 

4.. I thall aske Maſter farſha/l whether hee hath asked and re- 
ceived knowledge of. his Maſters minde or no : he muſt not meane 
any of his great carthly Maſters ( that joyne with him in the war 
againſt the ſupreme : for ſure if tuch tell us we may, or be fo min» 
ded,that doth not prove that *tis lawful! z for then 1 muſt aske them 
what Maſter they asked, and fo, if they have none, conclude them 
in the numyer of the raſfmiters) out Chrilt ( for ſure he was Pe- 
zers Maſter ) or ſome taught by him in bis Word , who may give 
him aſſurance of the mind of Chriſt : and if this be produc'd wee 
will be his diſciples alſo. For, for his Supreme Maſter on earth,the 
meer-humane Chriſt, the Lords anoynted, I beleeve he meanes not 
that he ſhould be asked, whether he may be, and ſhould be reſiſted: 
and as little reaſon is there for us to be (atished by being told by 
any others inferiour to him (eſpecially-by the chiefe reſilters ) that 
we may lawfully reſiſt. 

3- Maker Marſhall addes a conſtderation,that x»w was the heowre 
cone of Chriſts ſuffering, and not of his Apoſtles fighting, wherein 
(brift would not be reſcued no not by twelve legions of Angels much 
leſſe then by the ſword of man : therefore he ſaith to Peter, put up, 
&c- but intended not , that it ſhould alwaies be unlawfull fer hs 
people ta wſe the ſword in their juſt defence againſt unjuft violence : 
for then he woul tuever have commanded them but a little before, 
that he that hath twe coats, let him ſell one and buy aſword. To this 
I anſwer, 1. That Carift might ſuffer , though Perey did reſiſt ; as 
we know he did, and conſequently the houre of his tuffering being 
come , could not make it in him a crime to reſiſt , if otherwile it 
were not. It might make Chriſt refuſe the helpeof kis ſword , but 
not produce the text proper to man-flayers againſt him, unltle the 
fat in it ſelfe were of that nature. 2. This patient manner of 
Chriſts ſuffering and protubiting reſiſtance in his jult defcace, 
though it were then peculiar and by decree necellary to Chriſt, yet 
15 it fince become matter of n__ and neceſlary igaitation to = 
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" A vindication of Chriſts reprehending St. Peter, 
by force of that obſervation paſt upon it by St. Peter, and entred 
ints the Canon of our Scripture, 1 Per. 2. 23, Chyift ſuffered for 
us, leaving ns an example that we ſhonld follow his fteps,&c, And 
this uſed as an argument to enforce on us that duty, ver. 18. of be» 
ing ſubje& not onely to god and gentle, but alfo ts froward Ma- 
ſters. So that now thirdly, though that check had been peculiar to 
St, Peters a& clothed with thoſe circumſtances , of being done 
when 'twas Chriſts houre of ſuffering ; yet it will be obliging to us 
alſo, whoare hereunto called, werſ. 21. to ſuffer as patiently as 
Chriſt did. But then fourthly, we conclude not from any or all of 
this, that it ſhould bee alwayes unlawfull for Chriſtians to ufe the 
ſword in their juſt defence : nor indeed;that it was unlawful then. 
Kings may and might ſubdue by the {word their rebellious lubjes:; 
and private men might defend themſelves from private invaders, 
and befides the proverbiall meaning of that ſpeech (of /e/ling a coat 
ard buying a ſword, whereby , {ay the fathers, he fore-told them 
the dangers impendent over their heads, i i i2\/nomy (4x>1) Chyy , 
and adviſed them to provide for their owne ſecurity ) I ſhall not 


. doubt to acknowledge that this liberty of private defenſive reſiſt- 


ance is authorized by that ſame Scripture : But the reſiſting of the 
Magiſtrate by the Subje& is the thing that from Chriſts words to 
Peter we undertake to ſhew unlawtull, and not, any other refiſt- 
ance,and that the ſwords were appointed by Chriſt tobe bought to 
that purpoſe, is not attempted to be proved by Mr. Marſhall, and 
toſfuppole it without proofe, is to affirme , that no man could in» 
vade, or be fit to bee killed but Magiſtrates. The truth is , here js 


. fomeart uſed, either by Maſter Aarſhall, or ſome other artificer 


( intereſt , prejudice, or the like ) By Maſter Afarſhall to de- 
ceive the Reader ; or by that other to deceive the compo=- 
ſer by uſing the phraſe of jult defence againſt unjuſt violence 
( which every man grants lawfull among private men )' and 
concluding that not to bee made olwfalty this text ( which 
we doe not affirme) whereas all the diſpute is of reſiſting(not ſimp- 
ly any man, but peculiarly ) the Magiſtrate ( and thoſe that come 
with authority from him ) which we doe affirme to be the very 
thing exemplified and rebuked in this Text , and fo ſtill ſtands ( by 
that reprehenſion of Chrilt ) forbidden to us, in deſpight of Mr. 
Marſball's evaſions. | 

'Twill be now matter of wonder to any that all this paper ſhovie 
be 


from the Exceptions of Maſter Marſhall, 
be ſpent in defence of this one Argument fo briefely confated and 


diſpatcht by Maſter Marſhal; but I ſhall anſwer that wonder t00; 


Firſt, that at the entring on this examination of thoſe few, the ne- 
ceſlity of this length of words was not foreſeene ; Secondly, that 
though the eſcapingtheforce of this place would not be matter of 
triumph to Mr, Marfpall,becauſe there be other places of the New 
Teſtament produced by his Adverſaries, yet unanſwered ; and one 
is enough to eſtabliſh a Chriſtian truth : yet the vindicating and 
clearing of this one from all exceptions, is the abſolute carrying the 
cauſe againſt him by that one: And therfore if this may be compaſ- 

fed, ( which I am confident is by this diſcourſe ) we may ſpare all 
further travell in this buſineſſe : and command the SubjeRts ſword 
taken out (though upon ſuppoſition of jult defence, how unjuſtiy 
ſoeyer that be pretended ) againlt the lawfull Magiltrate to returne 
to its ſheath againe. I wiſh to God it would obey the command.
